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Shubert a 
Gets Final Postponement

Another 30 days allowed for deposit of 6” debentures 
—Klein believes that enough will then be in to effect 
reorganization plan announced last June 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Shubert Corporation’s reorganiza- 
tion plan has again been postponed for 30 days. This will be the 
final extension of the time allotted to bondholders, according to 
William Klein, the Shuberts’ legal afiviser, October 15 being the last 
day on which they can deposit their six per cent debentures and 


receive in return a certificate of 
deposit which will indicate that 
the owner is agreeable to the new 
financing plan announced last 
June when the six per cent 
Gebenture bonds passed dividends. Klein, 
in commenting on the extension, said: “I 
expect that there will be sufficient bonds 
deposited by that time for the bankers 
to declare the plan effective.” 

Reorganization plan was brought on, 
according to a statement from the Shu- 
berts, by the continued business de- 
pression that has particularly affected 
the theatrical industry. Announcement 
of the plan was precipitated by the 
passing of interest on Shubert six per 
cent debentures last June, and provides 
for the organization of a new company, 
control of which will be given thru a 
voting trust to representatives of holders 
of debenture bonds. Approximately 100 
Shubert-controlled theaters all over the 
country are to be transferred to the new 
realty company. 

It was expected at the time of the 
announcement that the plan would have 
been effected before the start of the new 
season, but insufficient certificates of 
deposit were received at the expiration 
of the first 30 days, and an extension 
of time was given until August 15, with 
two further extensions of time sub- 
sequently necessary. It is now prac- 
tically certain that this final extension, 
urkil October 18, will see the plan thru.

Rialto, Chicago, Closing; 
May Change to New Policy 


CHICAGO, Sept. 26—Two weeks’ clos- 
ing notice is up at the Rialto Theater, 
State street stock burlesque house 
owned and operated by Aaron J. Jones. 
Business at the house has been poor for 
some time, but the primary reason for 
closing is disagreement with the musi- 
cians’ union, which has refused to permit 
the house to change to one shift. 

Union officials state they gave “the 
house a break during the past summer 
by allowing one shift over a period of 
16 weeks on promise that two shifts 
would be installed starting Labor Day.

Neither of these policies 
is to be adopted, however, according to 
Aaron Jones, who states the future policy 
of the house is undecided at this time.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Lillian Foster, 
the diminutive stage lady who specializes 
in getting herself in jams, got into an- 
other one this week when Sidney M. 
Biddell, producer of Divorce Me, Dear, 
in which Miss Foster was starred, dis- 
missed her from the cast a few hours 
before the scheduled Boston opening at 
the Tremont Theater. 

Cause of sudden blowup, according to 
Miss Foster, was fact that Biddell failed 
to give her the big billing he had prom- 
ised, while Biddell says that the actress 
absolutely refused to play her part ac- 
cording to the instructions of Katharine 
Roberts, the author; Antoinette Perry, 
the director, and himself. Play had 
previously shown at Great Neck, N. Y., @ 
week ago tonight and reports then stated 
that little Miss Foster was acting the 
part in her own sweet way. 

Biddell, faced with heavy financial 
losses because of the delay, decided that 
he would rather postpone his Boston 
opening for a week than have La Foster 
play the part. The show was according- 
ly postponed, with Biddell getting Violet 
Heming for the lead, and the premiere 
now scheduled for Monday (28). 

Bicdell, by his sudden dismissal, also 
ran chances of losing the arbitration

which it must have been a foregone con- 
clusion that Foster would start. Safe 
method would have been to arbitrate 
first, and then, if he won, dismiss her, 
but, according to reports from Boston, 
he flatly refused to let her play in his 
show. 

Miss Foster, as expected, denied all 
allegations and went to Equity demand- 
ing an arbitration, which demand was 
granted. Equity contract provides that a 
player may be discharged for general in- 
subordination, and that is what Bid- 
dell’s charges amount to. Case is im- 
portant to both participants. If Miss 
Foster wins she could in all probability 
start libel proceedings, while if Biddell 
wins it is highly likely that he will pre- 
fer charges against the actress to Equity. 

Miss Foster is the same little girl who 
gave Hannan Swaffer, London critic, sev- 
eral great big slaps before a snooty crowd 
in London’s Savoy Hotel because he had 
said mean things about her performance 
in Conscience. ‘There have also been 
previous complaints filed against her 
with Equity. 

Present arbitration will be for Miss 
Foster’s entire salary for the ultimate 
run of the play. She was on a run-of- 
play contract. 


Telly Splurge 
Draws Crowds 


Screen is big attraction 


of radio show — interest 
boosts production 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Thru- 
out the week the big feature of 
the Radio Electrical World’s Fair 
at Madison Square Garden here 
has been the television demonstra- 
tion. Crowds flock to it immedi- 
ately on entering the Garden and 
seem to stay there. The big in- 
novation, of course, is the 10-foot 
screen, the biggest yet to be used 
in television. The six-ton layout failed 
to arrive from Chicago in time to be 
set up before Wednesday, previous crowds 


having been shown, 300 at a time, images 
on a smaller screen. 


Traffic was so great, waiting for a 
chance to see the little fellow, that long 
lines over the building had to be formed, 
First showing of the big machine came 
on Wednesday and was something less 
than successful, due to the fact that 
there was no time to adjust the mech- 
anism perfectly. Big crowd, however, 
took mishaps good-naturedly. 


Thursday was the first -real day for 
the big screen, and it was estimated that 
about 45,000 people saw the demonstra- 
tions. Showings were called “television 
talking motion pictures,” and were 
transmitted from the basement of the 
Garden. Batteries of loudspeakers took 
care of the sound angle. 


So great was public interest in tele- 
vision at the fair that officers of the 
Shortwave and Television Corporation 
are making new plans for thelr firm. 
Outfit, which has its base in Boston, an- 
nounced thru its vice-president, Walter 
S. Lemmon, that it would start im- 

mediately to turn out a new type of 
home receiver and projector for telly, 
production “being on a quantity basis. 
Altho much public interest in the sight 
demonstrations was expected, actual en- 
thusiasm has been even greater, leading 
to conclusions in various quarters that 
public reception on home sets would 
become an actuality much sooner than 
expected.

Of Big Aets Without Draw 


Expensive offerings of doubtful out-of-town value in for 
cut, altho entertainment worth is conceded—not a gen- 


eral order to affect whole 


circuit 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Acts of proven entertainment value 
and high salaries, but without box-office drawing powers, are 
scheduled to get a considerable slice off their weekly incomes by 
RKO. Charles J. Freeman, the circuit’s vaude booking manager, 
has already made this plain to most of the agents on the Sixth Floor, 


with the intent that they in turn 
impart the information to all of 
the acts in that classification on 
their lists. Freeman added, how- 
ever, that the salary cutting is not 
to be a general one taking in all acts 
nlaying or scheduled to play for the 
circuit, such as the one instituted by 
Publix a few months ago when it was 
still booking and producing for its de 
luxe houses. The booking manager 
stated that he is heartily against such 
@ procedure. 

The class of acts coming within the 
“cut” order are those now drawing 
salaries in the range from $1,250 to 
#3,000. Most of them are acts, while 
known to the general vaude patron in 
this city, are unknown quantities to our- 
of-towners and mean nothing to the cir- 
cuit’s box offices in the hinterlands. 

A slice in the salaries of these higher 
priced acts, according to Freeman, would 
be of material help in retaining vaude- 
ville in many of RKO’s present “sick” 
spots, as well as give the circuit the in- 
centive to add more time in the near 
future. While it is necessary for the 
circuit to play acts in this class, a good 
many of the RKO louser carnot stand 
the high budgets forced upon ‘hem when 
they play one of these acts along with 
three or four lesser turns. 

Economy in stage-show cost has hit the 
four other major circuits as well as RKO. 
Not one of them has materially in- 
creased its budget over the low sum- 
mer figure, with RKO going so far as to 
retain the four-act biils in the neighbor- 
hood houses of this city. Only one thea. 
ter went back to its pre-summer five-act 
schedulc. This the 86th Street, to cope 
with the opposition of Loew’s Orpheum 
about a block away. 


Dempsey and DeBondy

Many Acts Rush To Be Televised-- 
Show Great Interest at Experiment 


NEW YORK. Sept. 28.—With television 
as a médium for vaudeville entertain- 
ment receiving tremendous impetus last 
week at the Madison Square Garden Ra- 
dio-Electrical Show, the rush of vaude 
and radie performers to get in on the 
ground floor of television is on. Scores 
of well-known stage people appeared 
briefly on the Sanabria 10-foot screen, 
the largest and most perfect yet achieved, 
and huge crowds viewed sound-and-vi- 
sion images. 

The great public interest shown in tele- 
vision and the William Morris Agency’s 
preparation of television acts for theater 
stage demonstrations are two indications 
of the closeness of television as practical 
entertainment. Stage and radio per- 
formers are striving hard to make con- 
nections with television broadcasting and 
many performers are working without 
pay in television experiments just so that 
they would be there when television is 
ready to pay good money. 

The eagerness to be televised is so 


strong that many vaude “names” ap- 
peared on the Radio Show screen with 
absolutely no vrevious experience and 
without the least idea as to how they 
would go over. They took the chance 
with no hesitation, tho most of them 
would never think of going on the air 
without rehearsing and testing their 
voice, or opening cold with a new act. 


Like the famous gold rush to Holly- 
wood of songwriters and stege people 
when the talkies broke out, stage per- 
formers are toeing the mark and keeping 
their ears open for the television rush. 
Instead of waiting patiently, as with 
radio, for developments, performers are 
trying to establish themselves firmly 
with the television before it has even 
left the experimental period. ‘

Loew May Add 
“Flesh” Time 


Southern, Midwest houses 
involved in vaude move—— 


New York unaffected 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Altho 
Loew officials have been con- 
sistently depending on pictures 
to keep the grosses fip and 
have not shown any aggressive- 
ness in reviving “flesh,” it is re- 
ported that there is serious talk 
of adding 12 weeks of vaudeville. 
Most of the houses reported under 
consideration are former vaude or 
de luxe spots and all are out of town. 

Houses cited as strong possibilities for 
vaude are the State in Houston, Tex.; 
Norfolk, Va.; Memphis, Tenn., and New 
Orleans. All were part of the former 
Southern time. Also the Midlend, Kansas 
City, Mo.; Loew’s, Toronto; Loew’s, Can- 
ton, and Victory, Evansville, comprising 
a full week, and the Park and Granada, 
Cleveland, comprising another week. 

The Colonial, Richmond, Va., a former 
vaude spot, is now a Wilmer & Vin- 
cent house, but Loew may put vaude 
into its other house, Loew’s. Another 
vaude possibility is the Fox, Atlanta 
(operated by Loew), and which is now 
playing F. & M. units. Loew is reported 
ready to drop units because of a dis- 
agreement between an F. & M. and 
Loew official. 

Loew now has nine weeks of vaude 
time, three of which are out of town. 


Moss’ Broadway 


Holds Show Over 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Success of the 

first stage production at B. S Moss’ 
Broadway from every angle resulted in 
the entire revue being held over for a 
second week along with Columbia's first- 
run Pagan Lady. The “flesh” pcrtion 
received favorable criticism in all of the 
dailies, but the feature picture was 
branded by most as nothing more than 
neighborhood-house fare. 
' Despite the mediocre film, hot weath- 
er and Yiddish Day of Atonement, the 
theater hit a high gross of approximate- 
ly $28,000 the first week. This at four 
shows a day at 85 cents top in the eve- 
ning, 65 cents in the afternoon and 35 
cents in the morning. House seats 1,800 
and has been dark since May 2, when 
its first and last legit show, The New 
Yorkers, closed. 

Cost of the revue is around $12,000. 
This includes the salaries of the artists, 
Joe E. Brown, Jack Pepper. Brox Sisters, 
Maxellos, 18-girl Albertina Rasch troupe, 
William Langan, Dorothy Dare and Max- 
ine Carson, as well as the fees of Alex- 
ander Leftwich, stager; Harry Revel and 
Mack Gordon, composer and lyricist; Sid 
Silvers, who provided the sketches, and 
Joseph Teichner, scenicist. 

Joe E. Brown’s salary alone is half or 
more than the cost of the entire Vari- 
eties. He went in at 86,250. 

The Warner booking office has Eddie 
Dowling, the Three Sailors and Ray 
Deoley set for the show which will re- 
place the holdover revue next Saturday. 
Leftwich, Silvers, G@rdon and Revel will 
remain as the production staff. 

George D. Trilling, brother of the 
Warner booker, is managing director of 
the theater, with Emil H. Groth the 
manager under him. Groth was former- 
ly at the Coliseum. Frank Kessler is 
assisting Groth. 
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UBLIX and it policy toward flesh 
tends to become amusing at times. 
Were the P.-P. execs. sure they had 


a strong array of product for their many 
screens, no one would hear so much talk 
about letting the public decide whether 
or not they want vaudeville. On one 
hand we have Sam Katz scanning re- 
ports on the vote of the Publix theater 
Operators, while on the other hand we 
have Sam Dembow quoted to the effect 
that should their pictures prove weak 
and the public want flesh they'll give it 
to then. Is this to be construed as a 
shrewd summing up of the situation or 
just a big-hearted gesture? It is com- 
parable to a manager of a restaurant who 
is doubtful of his food, saying to the 


waiters that should the roast beef prove ° 


as rotten as he thinks it is and the 
customer squawks, give him something 
e’se if he still feels like eating. Provided, 
of course. the customer hasn’t definitely 
made up his mind to patronize the joint 
across the street. Worse, he may eat at 
home and hang around the radio. 


Publix has had sufficient experiment 
with flesh. It should know by now what 
kind of product is on tap and what the 
theater here and there can stand as to 
budget and the wants of the respective 
patronage. Old showmen fear few things 
so much as a constant change of policy. 
If the Publix showmen don’t know what 
to play in a theater by this time, it may 
be tough, but hardly warrants placing 
the public on the defensive. Uncon- 
sciously, the patron usually dictates the 
policy of a house. If he doesn’t like the 
show he stays away, but he in turn 
doesn’t ask the theater circuit any ques- 
tions on how to run his private business. 
In this instance Publix makes an 
acknowledgment of weakness. 


Loew’s apathetic attitude toward flesh 
is a different proposition than other cir- 
cuits and resolves itself into a real estace 
angle as well as box office. In the first 
place, Loew bought its houses and si'‘es 
years ago at nominal prices. They have 
erected no new theater in this country 
in some time. Their only such venture 
of late took place in South Africa. About 
all of their holdings have increased in 
value since the purchase despite the 
present real-estate depression. Even 
when such property was at the height of 
its salable value a few years ago, the 


circuit continued to write off heavy wear 


and tear charges, with’ the result that 
financially, the organization is strorg. 
Thus, Loew can afford to get by for the 
time being with smaller profits in mony 


*spots. taking it for granted that many 


MGM pictures have not been so forte. 


If a picture comes thru as a big draw, 
they clean up under low operating 
charges and so are able to stand a lower 
b.-o. receipt noweand then. Flesh is used 
only as a doctor prescribes’ medicine and 
a fairly good balance is maintained. In 
the event that the whole output of MGM 
and other concerns selling to Loew falls 
down. completely, Loew will rush the 
prescriptions and use plenty of acts. But 
this does not seem likely to happen in 
the near future. The circuit is earning 
more than twice its dividend requirement 
on the common stock, which can hardly 
be said of any other chain. Their posi- 
tion is such that a closed house entails 
so little rent they can stand the, gaff 
and wait for better times, and so, tney 
continue to play ‘em close to the ves‘. 


B. S. Moss’ Broadway is giving more for 
the money (One dollar top at night) than 
any other theater on the street. It is 
gratifying to note that the backbone of 
the show originates from standard vaude 
ville material. ven a series of ows 
nearly as good should definitely put the 
house on the map.

Stage Bands 


Sidney decrees policy out 
and will play up house 
crews’ versatility 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Louis 


K. Sidney, Loew’s de luxe produc- 
tion boss and head of the circuit’s 
music department, has made sev- 
eral decrees for this season which 
are radically different from the 
customs of past seasons. He has 
declared that he is washed up 
with the use of bands on the stage 
as well as masters of ceremonies 
for the de luxe houses, and that in 
vaude he intends using pit leaders as 
m. c.’s in a modified sense. 

The determination to lay off stage 
hands is more or less of an economy 
measure than anything else. When pit 
crews double on the stage they get paid 
extra, and specially booked bands for 
units boost the “nut” too high. Stage 
bands, the last few seasons, have “been 
used extensively by Paramount, Fanchon 
& Marco and Loew in their picture 
houses. Sidney, however, reveals that 
he will play them when they are ab- 
solutely needed to build up a show. 

As to masters of ceremonies, the decline 
of that style entertainment is already 
an old story. Loew, at present, keeps 
only one m. c. busy and he is Dave 
Schooler. 

Sidney’s intention to make vaude 
house pit leaders m. c.’s is a recent in- 
novation that has been tried in Fox and 
RKO houses at various times and is in 
line with the general trend to make pit 
crews a part of the show instead of of- 
fering cut-and-dried overtures. His plan 
is to have them lend an informal touch 
to the shows by introducing each act 
and doing away with annunciators. 
Since Sidney took charge of Loew’s music 
department he has been getting after 
the pit crews to brush up on novel 
overtures and the like.

PROSPER AND MARET garnered a show-stop with their slow and endurance 
hand-to-hand stunts. They do plenty in the five minutes they are on, and show up 
as a standout team in their type of work. 

BERNICE AND EMILY, who once graced a Scandals, on second in a neat little 
flash of excellent dancing content. The cute standard bearers are spotted thrice 
in high-kick and acro. routines, with Wally Crisham and Lee Murray interspersing. 
The latter does a corking drunk number and came near stopping the proceedings. 
Crisham sings in a none-too-forte fashion, but dances well, especially when doing 
the Swanee Shuffle. 

NORMAN THOMAS QUINTET were preceded by Craig's first entrance and 
gagging. The five sepians tied the show into a tough knot, and Frederick Crump, 
eccentric drummer, and Norman Thomas Jr. and Frank Alien, hoofers par excel- 
lence, could be held to blame. They are terrific. Norman Thomas, at the piano, 
and Ceele Burke, singing guitarist, do well in their own spots. This is one colored 
turn that is thoroly hot, thoroly entertaining and certainly surefire. 

RICHY CRAIG JR. injected a bit here with Lou Duthers that would probably 
die a horrible death anywhere but at the Palace. It describes how a split team, 
one cf them 3tuck to cancing, while the other went into comedy, would work 
together again after being apart for five years. Got a mild laugh here. 

EDWARD G. ROBINSON repeated the act he did last week, and has been 
doing in other houses. As usual, his biggest laugh came from the scene in Smart 
Money, in which he takes a well-placed kick at a district attorney's femme attache. 
And winds up with finale from Little Caesar, with its machine-gun fadeout. Show- 
stopped and speeched his thanks. ; 

KATE €MITH can change her billing to read, instead of “The Songbird From 
the South,” to “The Palace Fixture.” This is her 10th spasm and the end is not 
yet in sight. Closing intermission, she sang three numbers at the first show, and 
answered the healthy applause with St. Louis Blues. Craig had her move the 
piano on for the latter, but the bit was not timed well enough to get’a good laugh. 

RICHY CRAIG JR. opened intermission with a rather aged blackout involv- 
ing his girl stooge and Robinson. Bearded as it is, the well-spoke2n lines drew a near 
belly laugh. The emsee then introduced Shaw and Lee, and the w.-k. dead panners 
clicked easily with a lot of new crossfire. A couple of their gags, if not heard cor- 
rectly, would not be considered proper in a 10th avenue parlor. They are still doing 
the old hand mixup and hoke dancing. Along with Craig they put Robinson on 
the pan for another old bit, but the funniest of the show. The laugh accorded 
them when Robinson stepped on and collared Craig, only, after a serious lecture, to 
turn about face and pan his pal, Eddie Cantor, was plenty big. 

DOROTHY STONE AND CHARLES COLLINS, who were married a few weeks 
ago in London, were the applause standout of the show. After their excellent 
display of dancing, and after a couple of baskets of flowers had been passed over the 
foots, Miss Stone called on her famous father, Pred, sitting in the second row. He 
arose, congratulated Dorothy and Charles, and then introduced the rest of the 
Stones, mother, two daughters, grandmother and grandfather. Miss Stone and 
Collins are banking on nothing pretentious, but on their own dancing ability. 
They are good individually, and great when together. 

RICHY CRAIG JR. is annoyed by his girl dancing stooge in his own spot, and 
winds up the show by being shot by Robinson and uttering a twist on the last 
lines of Little Caesar, “Mother of mercy, is this the end of masters-of-ceremonies?”

Rogers and Fifi D’Orsay, is 
the talkie. 

Elder and Reed Brothers open. The 
trio clicks nicely in tapping singles, duo 
and trios.

Applauded heavily thru- 
out the routine and a big hand at the 
getaway. 

Phil Rich portrays a bewhiskered, 
rheumatic gent and gets in a few laughs.

For a change, the Hipp. has gone in 
heavy for comedy, with four out of the 
eight acts dishing out the laughs. Bill 
is well balanced, gathering speed right 
along and kept in high by three comedy 
turns in a row in the second half of the 
layout. According to RKO’s press boys 
the four comedians have entered a 
friendly contest to determine who scores 
the most laughs during the week, with 
Manager Harvey Watkins the scorekeep- 
er.

Loew’s State. New York 
(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, Sept. 26) 


Not much of a show here this week, 
and it suffers by comparison with last 
week's. It is faulty thru playing the 
Spanish Carnival unit, fcrmerly of the 
circuit's de luxers under the title of 
Fiesta, which takes the place of three 
acts. There’s plenty of picture houses 
hearby plaving such shows so why ring 
them in here where vaude has been get- 
ting along nicely and there is little op- 
posish to cut in. It may be all right 
when an exceptionally strong unit comes 
along, but not when it is as mediocre as 
this one. The show runs 64 minutes, 
with the unit doing 32. Screen The Star 
Witness, and biz was late in coming at 
the start of the four shows today. 


Liazeed Arabs are in the initial spot 
with their rew pyramid and tumbling 
Novelty, and they handle it okeh. There's 
18 in the act now, and the stunting is 
rattled off at a fast pace amid enthusi- 
astic. shouting by the performers. They 
play up the pyramid work most, with the 
husky understander holding up as many 
as nine of his colleagues. 


Jean Granese, with Brother Charlie 
and Tito De Fiore, fare all right in the 
deucer. They get off to a laugh start 
thru the work of the two “wops” in the 
audience, and the rest of the way treat 
comedy iightly and go heavy on warbles. 
There’s a few spots where the pipes work 
isn't up to the mark, but when Jean and 
Charlie get together it sounds good. 


Three Swifts, following, land the first 
of the two socks contained in the show. 
These boys, who are old favorites, are 
Just as effective funsters as they are 
skillful club jugglers, and that’s saying a 
whole lot. The palm-pushers enjoyed 
them immensely, and showed it plenty 
at the getaway. 


Spanish Carnival closes mildly. It has 
the picture house stamp, with Ruby 
Zwerling and his pit crew on stage the 
settings and the line of 12 girls.

Peterson and Joseph Pope Jones. The 
Only sock of the unit, and incidentally 
the second one of the showy, is landed by 
Jones, who does corking work of two 
warbles.

Carney and Jean are okeh in 
legwork, but not much on laughs with 
the flock of old stuff they are wielding. 
Miss Cole, Daks and Peterson fill in with 
class dancing. The ensemble dish nice 
routines, but they haven't mvch space 
in which to work.

“This house profited by the holding 
over of Bad Girl at the Academy (oppo- 
sition) and played to standing room only 
all evening. House has been doing such 
good business lately, a second balcony 
would have come in handy for the 
standees. The eight acts of vaude are 
undoubtedly a genuine draw, for the 
pictures are, on the average, strictly pro- 
gtam fare. Reggie McNamara, world 
champion six-day bike rider, headlined 
the vaude and Paramount’s Daughter of 
the Dragon led the screen portion. 
Vaude ran close to two hours and 
dragged a little, but they don’t mind it 
here. Quantity apparently is more im- 
portant than quality. 


De Long Sisters, three brunets, pleased 
with a short routine of acro stunts, in- 
cluding balancing, contortion and tum- 
bling. 

Ada Brown deuced and won the crowd 
easily with her robust warbling of 
Southern tunes and pep mannerisms.

They hoke 
up harmonizing and the playing of sev- 
eral instruments nicely enough, but in 
general their efforts are lightweight. 

Phil Arnold heads a story flash about 
three girls masquerading as sdilor boys 
aboard a battleship. Comedy situations 
are amusing and the song-and-dance 


Specialties are fair. No outstanding tal- 
ent, and closed to a light hand. 

Eddie and Morton Beck are polished 
performers who sell their parody war- 
bling and gagging for all that it is 
worth. Start slow and work up to a 
strong climax, the Pagliacci number, 
only to let their effectiveness sag at the 
bowoff. Have talent, but need better 
material. 

Billy Arlington, once of burlesque, has 
very little to offer. Arlington himself 
is likable, but the skit is anaemic both 
in idea and performance. Two women 
and a man assist him, but it does not 
do much good.

This intact meets the requirements of 
the many family house stopoffs that it 
makes on the route, and, such being the 
case, it is bound to prove a treat. As a 
whole, the actg cannot be classed as big- 
time fare. The two comedy acts are in 
the latter category, yet typically suited 
for arousing strong audience reaction in 
neighbs.

Dick Henderson, by his lonesome in 
the deucer, wallops to the tune of. pro- 


longed palm whacks. He’s an audience 
seller of the first order and all his com- 
edy gets over to big laughs. His material 
isn’t what it might be, but he handles it 
for all and more than it’s worth. Some 
singing from him also, and it is okeh. 

Dave Kramer and Jack Boyle follow 
with additional rib-tickles, all scoring, 
and song-dance assist from Beth Miller 
and Marjorie Moore. The familiar skip- 
pers are still the sure-fire laugh servers, 
with the black-faced Kramer an effective 
funster. Girls. are capable, altho Miss 
Miller is not forte in warbling. A couple 
of weak spots, especially the finish, need 
fixing. Their bowoff was made to big 
applause. 

The Rimacs and their Havana Rumba 
Orchestra, with Charley Boy, close as 
few flashes can. The act scored all the 
way and left to a tremendous reception. 
It is a beautifully dressed and staged 
affair, with the Rimac trio and their nine 
bandsters providing much entertainment.

Senorita Carita followed and warbled 
her way thru a mixture of popular dit- 
ties, semiclassics and medleys. Has a 
pleasant voice, but her delivery failed to 
arouse enthusiasm here. Would get bet- 
ter response from the neighborhooders 
if she stuck to popular songs and jazzed 
up her delivery. 

Norton and Haley worked hard to 
inject some humor into the bill, but 
most of their efforts fell flat. The 
mele plays a drunk, going thru the usual 
flirtation with the girl and the inevitable 
wisecracking.

About $800 has been added to the 
weekly “nut” of this Fox neighborhooder 
in a drive for patronage, with the ex- 
pense distributed between an additional 
four men in the pit, an extra vaude act 
and an organist, Greta Gail. She cid not 
show at this catching due to the slow- 
ness of the union in sending thru per- 
mission. This show marked the inau- 
guration of the “New Policy,” but no- 
body would have suspected it by looking 
at the attendance. Just about 300 peo- 
ple seeped their way thru the doors on a 
night which, in intense heat, seemed 


like summer’s last gasp. Even without 
an audience, however, the five-act vaude 
bill showed up as exceptional entertain-_ 
ment fare for the budget of the Savoy. 
Tt ran 67 minutes. Phil Lampkin, whe 
is leading the 12 men in the pit, is com- 
ing “in for the major share of the ex- 
ploitation of the house as the “key man” 
in the heavy dough show. He is a good 
cornetist and nice enough as a leader, 
but hardly bearing the sock his alleged 
emsee role calls for. And with three 
Pieces of unmuted brass centered and 
facing the audience the band does not 
show up as well as 1t might. It probably 
would not have been a bad idea for Ben 
Friedman, manager, to have spent part 
of the $800 for a calliope to ride up and 
down Bedford avenue awakening the 
residents, day and evening. There is no 
vaude competition in the vicinity for the 
Savoy. 1 

Gilbert Brothers came as close to a 
showstop as is possible from an audience 
of 300. The exceptional hand-to-hand 
and parallel] bar team pleased this hand- 
ful thruout their running time. 

Rogers and Wynne, mixed hoofing and 
singing team, insure a big hand by 
bringing the girl’s mother and dad on 
at the finale for some old-time hoofing. 
Act is a deuce-spot sock on this end, 
but Mom milks a bit too much. 

Melody Parade, with Caesar Rivoli 
mimicking the old composers and leaders 
from the pit, held down the trey spot to 
good applause. There are some mighty 
fine voices and excellent production in 
this nine-people act, but when there's 
no audience nothing counts for much. 

Harry Savoy, a funny hokester who 
gets good assist from a girl straight, 
would probably kill a filled house. Lack 
of a house killed him here. 

Impromptu Revue, a fair six-people 
flash, closed. Dancing and singing are 
okeh, but the inability of the male at 
the piano and the boy m. c. to deliver 
lines is a stand-out fault. Young as 
You Feel, with Will Rogers and Pifi 
D’Orsay, on the screen.

Fox’s uptown combo house could have 
used about 500 extra seats tonight to 
take care of those who would not stand 
thru a performance.

S. S. Malaria, which is being played at 
present by Smith and Dale as a straight 
sketch, has been converted into a singing 
and dancing skit by Robert Leonard, 
Harry Pepper, Ruth Goodwin, Alice 
Gavin and Billy Brown. Laughs as a 
result are not as frequent or strong as 
those gotten by the original users of the 
material. As it stands it is just fair 
neighb. house fare. 

Glenn and Jenkins did a mild mopup 
in the next-to-closing frame.

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League Changes Wheel Plan 
To Inelude Smaller Cities 


Will decrease number of weeks from original 25— 
move seen_as result of lack of co-operation on part of 
Erlangers and Shuberts—hope to start this fall 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The League of New York Theaters’ 
scheme for a legitimate wheel of 25 weeks, including week stands 
in the larger cities, has been at least temporarily abandoned. That, 
however, by no means indicates that the League has stopped its 
campaign for a revival of the road. Officials and committees are 


going ahead with plans for the 
creation of a slightly smaller 
wheel, that will play split-week 
stands, and will probably leave 
out key cities altogether. In spite 
of continued obstructions in negotiations 
with organized labor, it was definitely 
stated that the League confidently hoped 
to have this smaller and revised wheel 
going during the present autumn. 

The change in the League plan, forced 
by various booking and labor factors, may 
in the long run be an improvement on 
the original. Altho, by penciling key 
cities, chances are cut down of garnering 
large immediate profits, the smaller 
wheel will re-establish legit in cities 
which would not otherwise get it, while 
key towns are already at least partly 
served by the two big booking chains. 
Also, with a smaller number of shows, 
the financing of the wheel will be easier. 

Difficulties which still face the League 
plan include labor, booking, railroad 
rates and general financial conditions of 
the nation. The latter, it was stated, 
was a large factor in convincing sponsors 
that a big wheel would be inopportune 
at this time. Actual difficulty, however, 
is definitely understood to be caused by 
Shubert and Erlanger booking interests, 
both of which have shows going into the 
key cities, and frown on co-operating 
with each other. Another factor is the 
subscription angle of the League, which 
in various cities would very definitely 
conflict with already established sub- 
scription groups. The League hopes 
eventually to have organized subscription 
audiences in all cities covered by the 
wheel. 

The League considers its revised wheel 
as an entering wedge in the road ques- 
tion. It will book primarily with the 
two leading chains, but if no satisfaction 
is forthcoming, the organization is de- 
termined to carry its bookings to inde- 
pendent houses and continue with its 
pjans anyway. 

Dr. Henry Moskowitz, adviser to the 
League, said this week that the con- 

inued good response from the best ele- 
ments among the producing managers is 
a highly encouraging sign. 


‘Wall Between’ To Be Co-Op 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The Wall Be- 
tween, legit production venture of Amos 
Paglia. former vaude agent, will be co- 
op when it opens. Instead of posting 
bond with Equity, Paglia has assigned 
his interest in stock and movie rights, 
according to Equity’s recent rule.

Agency Betting 


Big Again as 


Side Profits Hit the Chute 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Ticket brokers’ 
staffs are back in the race betting and 
number-banking racket because of 
dearth of hit shows and fact that prac- 
tically no side money is therefore avail- 
able. During the last few seasons this 
angle has not been given much attention 
because regular duties have taken up 
too much time, but now a number of 
the boys have gone into the game for 
plenty. Due to many connections among 
the wealthier and sporting ticket clients 
betters are comparatively easy to get, and 
in a short time a goodly number of 
steady players can be had. 

Offices that make a specialty of han- 
dling sporting events are in a fine spot 
to get much of the heavy money, and 
if the bets are too big for the office 
combination to handle they are generally 
piaced with one of the large betting 
rings in New Jersey. Most of the s0- 
called “wire houses” are located in 
Hoboken and employ runners to con- 
tact the ticket clerks, with the promise 
of a cemtain percentage to them for 
acting as agents, the boys collecting 
whether their clients win or lose. 


Some of the ticket men at first were 
rather hard hit, but whether this was 
due to a long layoff from the racket or 
newness to the game is hard to figure. 
Many accepted a number of so-called 
“sucker bcts,” which on paper look as 
if the booker has at least an even 
chance with the better. Appearance is 
due to clever fixing, but, needless to say, 
it is deceptive. 


One combination of boys in a certain 
ticket office have in the last few months 
booked as much as $8,000 a week in 
business and realized profits as high as 
$2,000 a week, most of which has been 
put away against the day when they 
are hard hit by the customers. 


The policy game prevalent in Harlem, 
and of late taken up by the small-time 
betters of the Times Square district, is 
a profitable angle in the betting busi- 
ness if enough pla-ers can be had, but 
the boys aren’t anxious to book merely 
a few customers, because the payoff is 
often as high as 600 to 1. One office 
recently had to pay $1,600 against a $3 
bet, after which it laid off policy. 


Herndon Gets 
Equity Okeh 


Posts bond before leaving 
for Chicago—play hit in 
Windy City 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Rich- 
ard Herndon managed to open his 
production of Barry Conners’ 
farce, “Unexpected Husband,” in 
Chicago by the proverbial skin of 
the equally proverbial teeth. 
Herndon, faced with financial dif- 
ficulties—he went into voluntary 
bankruptcy in August — and 
Equity difficulties because of vari- 
ous claims, cleared everything up just 
before time for his troupe to entrain for 
the Windy City.

Husband, which painfully weathered 
the summer in New York, drew near-rave 
notices in Chi, Herndon, acting in his 
own show, getting a big hand for both 
his acting and his producing. Show now 
looks set for a healthy Chicago run, 


Shuberts Withdraw Opera, 
Leaving Field to Aborn 


BOSTON, Sept. 26.—Shubert troupe of 
Gilbert and Sullivan light opera singers 
closes at the Lyric tonight, after two 
weeks of starving to death. Closing 
marks end of war between Shubert out- 
fit, under Frank W. Shea, and the Civic 
Light Opera Company of Milton Aborn, 
now playing at the Colonial. Aborn had 
announced his engagement first, and late 
er the second troupe was booked in, of- 
fering same program a week earlier. 
Shubert troupe was announced for an 
indefinite stay, but two weeks was the 
best it could do. Meanwhile, Aborn 
at the Colonial is playing to sell-out or 
near-sell-out houses every night.

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T’S hard work for the producers, this 
business of putting on shows; nobody 
knows that better than this depart- 

ment. The meager number of hits com- 
pared to the swollen lineup of failures 
makes it a more than mildly hopeless 
process. And the physical, mental and 
nervous effort involved in putting on 
even the most wildly squawking of the 
turkeys is—or shotild be—considerable. 
It is understandable then, even if not 
condonable, that the manger feels, once 
the premiere is over for better or for 
worse, that his work is done. He toils 
thru the welter and debris of produc- 
tion, sits.in at the initial showing, and 
then, if the play is a flop, starts looking 
for some more backing. If, by the grace 
of the insane theatrical fates, it happens 
to be a hit, he goes on vacation. 


He goes on vacation, that is, as far as 
that particular show is concerned. He 
may begin immediate production on what 
he hopes is another hit, but, unless he 
happens to be one of .an elect roster of 
impresarios who could be counted on

one’s fingers, he forgets completely about 
the show to which, with torture and trav- 
ail, he has just given theatrical birth. 


If the piece is a turkey, it doesn’t mat- 
ter a great deal. It fails to last long 
enough to make much difference. But 
if the show is’a hit, and therefore the- 
oretically representative of the theater at 
its best, the procedure matters a great 
deal. The play forms the average cus- 
tomer’s opinion of the best that the stage 
has to offer, and it is before the public 
eye for a good long while. But the man- 
ager forgets it none the less, and lets it 
run along of its own accord. 


The business of the theater is about 
the only business wherein the owners 
fail to keep an eye on the standard of 
their product. Innumerable cases come 
up each season of hit shows whose per- 
formances fail dismally after, say, the 
first 100 performances. And such fail- 
ing is, no matter how you take it, en- 
tirely inexcusable. 


When the manager has produced his 
show, he is to all intents and purposes 
done with it, and he turns its business 
end over to what is euphemistically 
known as a company manager. This com- 
pany manager is usually the seventh son 
of what might also be termed a seventh 
son of the producer’s wife’s brother-in- 
law; or he is some underling of the pro- 
ducing office who gets the sop of much 
added work and a little—a very little— 
added pay. Into this company manager’s 
hands is put all the business of the show, 
once the premiere is passed. The pro- 
ducer reads fhe weekly statements. 


The company manager usually serves 
three chief functions: First, to annoy 
and generally gum up the box-office 
men; second, to’ give his friends, and 
even his relatives and acquaintances, 
Oakleys to the play; and third, to stand 
in the lobby and annoy the paying cus- 
tomers. Far from seeing that the house 
lives up to its end of the booking agree- 
ment, he encourages, almost forces, a 
general laxity. All company managers, of 
course, don’t tally with the description, 
certainly not those on the road; but 
enough of them do to make it applica- 
ble. 


Then there is the question, even more 
important, of the play itself. No one in 
the front of the house checks up on the 
performance. Even if the company man- 
ager were able so to check, he wouldn't 
be allowed to by the stage manager, to 
whom all back-stage power is relegated. 
Occasionally a good company manager 
and a good stage manager get together 
and agree mutually to accept suggestions 
and mutually to watch that the standard 
of performance is upheld. And then we 
have a show which is as good in its 
384th performance as in its first. But 
such arrangements occur even less fre- 
quently than the producer's visits to his 
own work. 


The first-night customers aren't the 
only patrons that a play draws; in the 
case of even a moderate hit they are 
only an infinitesimal portion of the pat- 
ronage. A few managers see that all 
audiences get as good a break as the star- 
spangled first-nighters. But most of the 
producers are confent just to drift along, 
with the business in the hands of the 
company manager, and the performance 
in the hands of nobody at all. It would, 
of course, be grossly unfair to ask them 
to spend a portion of their evenings in 
the theater.

Did I Say No?, the so-called comedy- 
drama by Elizabeth Miele, which the 
authoress, hiding behind the falseface of 
Hamilton Productions, brought to the 
48th Street Theater Tuesday night, is an 
amiable little piece cut from the 
familiar pattern of Jewish home life; an 
amiable little piece—but an almost un- 
believably poor one. Like all the rest 
of its numerous family, it centers around 
a genial, golden-hearted, crotchety and 
accented Hebrew; only this time the 
character is poured into skirts. Instead 
of the gentle ne’er-do-well of The 
Wooden Soldier, we have Rebecca Green- 
berg, who has brought up her two chil- 
dren by running an auction shop on the 
lower East Side in New York. 

Into the auction rooms are thrust 
Jewish, Irish, German and Italian char- 
acters, to give Miss Miele a chance to 
write (or shall we say rewrite?) great 
gobs of homey, dull, dreadful, dialect 
comedy. They are all as amiable and as 
insufferable as the play they are in, 
while the only 100 per cent American 
is the deep-dyed villain of the piece. 
Which may be Miss Miele’s indirect way 
of objecting to the immigration quotas. 

To be brief about it, Did I Say No? is 
the sort of show in which a financier 
must be brought on, wearing a tail coat 
—and a badly pressed and ill-fitting tail 
coat at that; in which all of the minor 
characters are used as straight men to 
feed impossible and stale gags to the 
leading lady: in which the high spot 
of the humor is found when someone 
says, “He’ll never be a golfer. Instead of 
yelling ‘Fure!’ he yells ‘3.98’”; and in 
which that painfully unfunny crack has 
to be still further explained by someone 
else wittily remarking, “That's because 
he’s so used to giving bargains.” 

It tells of how the above-mentioned 
Rebecca finds a genuine Rembrandt (she 
calls it “remnant”) in her auction shop 
and sells it for $50,000; of how she trick- 
ily saves her daughter from the toils 
of the 100 per cent American threat; 
of how she, Becky, is sought in marriage 
by a retired judge. And, as tho that 
were not enough, in midcourse the show 
goes melodrama and mammy on us. The’ 
beloved son is accused of killing a pclice- 
man, who has managed to depart this 
life by monkeying with a rusty gun in 
the auction room; in the middle of the 
trial the daughter and her true-blue 
love are thrown together (just to get 
that part over with and make room for 
the big scene), and in the big scene 
itself Rebecca tells the most lenient 
judge and jury in the world just why 
her son is no murderer. The usual last- 
minute witness wanders in, the boy is 
acquitted, and Becky marries her ex- 
judge, 

Silly as the whole affair is, the silli- 
ness is further emphasized by both the 
writing and direction. Both are dull, 
incoherent and thoroly slipshod. 

In spite of one good Throckmorton 
set the production followed right along. 
For the first time in many moons the 
remantic bang-bang-banging of scene 
changes reverberated thru the theater 
during the waits. It proved, if nothing 
else, that revolving stages have taken 
away another old theatrical tradition. 

Anna Appel, in the chief part, was 
worthy of a far better vehicle. She was 
sincere and intelligent and altogether

wasted On the stuff she had to go thru. 
Miriam Stuart, as the daughter, showed 
herself to be an extremely pretty girl— 
and acted as tho she knew it. She was 
simply precious. The rest were about 
what you’g expect, with the exception 
of CoburXd Goodwin, as the American 
threat, who stood out by giving an al- 
most perfect imitation of a stuffed shirt 
with a phonograph inside. 

Did I Say No? might be called a stock 
possibility, but this corner sees no rea- 
son for considering stock audiences any 
less intelligent than the average run. It 
has, tho, a fair chance of being sold to 
the superspecialists of the cinema. 
They’ve used the same story hundreds 
of times before. 

As far as the Broadway run goes, it's 
lucky if it lasts out the week.

A. E. Matthews, as Somerset-Maugham’s 
male Nora Helmer, slams a figurative 
door at the Booth Theater and so brings 
to an end the latest and by no means 
the best play of the creator of Sadie 
Thompson. The piece in question ‘s 
The Breadwinner, presented to a heat- 
beset audience by Messmore Kendall on 
Tuesday night. It details the break for 
freedom of a straitened soul and is 
perhaps A Doll’s House dressed in pants 
and brought up to date. It is much 
too talkative, its construction is sur- 
prisingly poor, it is dull and tedious in 
spots; but it is not nearly so bad as it 
has been made out. Maugham’s sharp 
and arousing cynicism and his undoubted 
ability to create sparkling phrases shine 
thru the general murk of dull dialog; 
while the general thesis is intelligent, 
adult and (tho platitudinous enough) 
inspiriting. 

For times have changed since Ibsen 
wrote A Doll’s House. In those days the 
picture of a brilliant woman tied to her 
stupid lord and master may have been 
true enough. But now, at least in the 
white-collar class, no woman is tied to 
anything and the man it is who must 
long for a freedom which he can never 

ain. There has been a_ topsy-turvy 
, feminist movement since Nora’s day, the 
women are now free agents, and the 
men, as wage earners, must spend their 
lives on office stools, behind ‘stethoscopes 
or over law books. Ruled and tied by 
an economic order, the man may merely 
indulge in wistful longings unless, like 
Charles Battle, of The Breadwinner, he 
dashes his life to the ground and finds 
freedom in the shattered fragments. 

Maugham, in working out his thesis, 
partially spoils it by building around it 
a plot that would make a good one- 
acter, and then expanding it to three 
acts by means of sometimes sparkling 
but generally, boring dialog. And he 
further hurts his idea by making the 
family of his Charles Battle a special 
and particularly unpleasant case. There 
are an arty and utterly unbearable wife 
and two infinitely annoying children— 
annoying to the audience as well as to 
Charles. For 19 years the latter has 
been the so-called head of his home and 
he is, naturally enough, fed up with it. 
Thru the suicide of an associate his firm 
is threatened with imminent collapse. 
and, tho funds to save it are forthcom- 
ing, Charles leaves the check in his 
pocket as his business goes’ boom. The

he Next Day: 

No matter what the Theater Guild 
does or says, no one can take away from 
it the ability to provide superlative casts. 
Even in the days, a year or two ago, 
when the organization was assailed (un- 
justly enough) by press and public for 
its selection of plays; even when, last 
spring, it artily ruined Miracle at Verdun 
or hero-worshipfully revived Shaw’s 
Getting Married, its casts were things 
to look and marvel at. Savoir’s He, pre- 
sented Monday as the first production 
of the 14th subscription season, has 
a cast that is no exception; and, in 
addition, it is an adult and sprightly 
show, far above and beyond the Guild’s 
recent output in both entertainment and 
intelligence. 


+ It has one primary drawback, how- 
ever, which may as well be gotten over 
with at the outset; it is literature rather 
than drama. The stage should present 
its theses—if it presents them at all—in 
terms of action; He progresses chiefly 
thru dialog and more or less static 
situations. It is by no means so wordy, 
so loudly argumentative, so utterly bor- 
ing or so completely actionless as some 
of the dated theses of Shaw; but the 
primary impression carried out of the 
theater by at least one (non-paying) 
customer was a desire to get the script 
and read it. Altho entertainfng and 
pleasurable to watch, He was the sort 
of thing that should yield infinitely more 
pleasure and entertainment in the read- 
ing. 

It is a satire of Freethinkers in dis- 
tress, a satire of social structures, a dis- 
cussion (not very startling) of God and 
the idea of God. And, in spite of all, it 
manages to be witty and charming. Into 
@ Freethinking convention in the Swiss 
Alps, a convention that has just abol- 
ished the Deity, walks a delightful young 
madman who claims to be that Person- 
age in person. The hotel in which the 
convention has been held is completely 
walled off by an avalanche which 
threatens to crack its walls, and the 
servants, led by a Napoleonic elevator 
man, revolt, seeking to become masters 
for the few days they believe they have 
still to live. The Freethinkers, facing a 
startling situation, turn to young M. 
God, and figure that, after all, it’s best 
to be on the safe side. They take him 
out of the shower in which they’ve kept 
him confined and line him up with~ 
them. 


Confronted with God (‘“‘as usual,” the 
elevator man says, “on the side of the 
management”), the servants abandon 
their revolt. It does not matter that the 


the elevator engineer realizes that fact 
quite well; it is merely the belief that 
counts, And then the elevator man, 
with the aid of M. God and a whip, 
performs the miracle of forcing the serv- 
ants to clear away the unclearable 
debris of the avalanche. Thus M. God 
is built, by the middle of the last act, 
into an authentic deity thru the belief 
in him and the importance attributed 
to him. At the end, however, the keep- 
er comes to claim him, the Freethinkers

After 35 years the tunes of The 
Chocolate Soldier are just as lovely as 
they were when our elders must have 
whistled them in the mauve decade. And 
surely no heroine in the past has sung 
the popular My Hero number more 
beautifully than our own Vivienne Segal, 
who, as Nadina, changes her devotions 
from Alexis (who knows the cannon are 
unloaded) to give her heart to her 
Chocolate Sldier hero. 

Last night’s audience demanded en- 
core after encore, and after the last 
curtain remained in their seats in the 
Pope that more would come. Every role 
in the chow was sung delightfully, and 
the full spirit of the play was imparted 
by the cast. Charles Purcell, who played 
the name fart, handled his singing 
assignment very capably, bui at times 
was guilty of much ovefplaying. Ann 
Carey, as Aurelia, the mother of Nadina, 
was excellent in the comedy bits, but 
this reviewer is sorry to say that at most 
times her diction in the delivery of her 
songs was poor. Roy Cropper, as Major 
Alexis, the hero who is unafraid to 
charge the enemy when he knows their 
cannon are unloaded, gave a stiff per- 
formance, but rendered his vocal re- 
quirements in a ~vay that deserves high 
recommendation. Hal Forde, as the 
father who would rather have peace than 
war (so that he would have time for an 
occasional spree), supplied the comedy in 
his usual capable way. Detmar Poppen, 
as the captain subdued by a slap on the 
face, looked and acted his part in a sort 
of burlesque way, but perhaps the part 
called for it. The incidental and unbilled 
chorus of girls and boys were better 
heard than seen, but nevertheless were 
dressed in some very colorful costumes. 

The comedy scenes held up well despite 
the many years since the show's first 
production, and drew many a laugh from 
the audience.

The carnival atmosphere and the 


eccentric comedy of Winnie Lightner 
make this an amusing film and one 
that will get by with the not too dis- 
criminating audiences. Of course, the 
droll comedy mannerisms of Charles 
Butterworth also prove an aid to a story 
that is trite and hackneyed. It is just 
an ordinary yarn built to give Miss 
Lightner a chance to do some exag- 
gerated characterizations that she gets 
away with in great style. She also 
does a couple of numbers that register 
as well as musical numbers get by on 
the screen. 

The story tells of a carnival troupe. 
The girl (Miss Lightner) has stuck to 
the elderly owner thru the years. She 
does a hula dancer, a side-show barker, 
a Fiji Islander, and at the finish is seen 
running off to keep the bearded lady 
from shaving herself so she won’t have 
to double for that freak. ‘The boss has 
had his financial troubles and only Miss 
Lightner’s pleas with the members of 
the company keep them from walking 
out when salaries are not forthcoming. 
Miss Lightner loves the side-show barker, 
played by Don Cook. Her younger sister 
(Evalyn Knapp) arrives and Miss Light- 
ner unconsciously throws them together. 
They fall in love. Miss Lightner finds 
this out. She gives the boy the air 
and ships the girl back to her aunt in 
the home town. 

Just when Miss Lightner has about 
given up hope of ever seeing her boy 
friend again he shows up on the lot, 
bringing the younger sister, her home- 
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town sweetheart and the aunt, telling 
Miss Lightner that he has come back 
and that she is the only woman in his 
life. He had made the younger sister 
realize they were not meant for each 
other. 


“Riders of the Purple Sage” 
(FOX MOVIETONE) 
At the Rory 
Pioducer’s footage, 5.195. Time, 58 
minutes. 
(Release date, October 18) 

A real old-fashioned Western thriller 
with some fast riding that brings plenty 
of zip into the story. This old Zane 
Grey story was made many years ago 
with William Farnum in the role that 
George O’Brien essays on the talkie 
screen. O’Brien gives an excellent ac- 
count of himself in the role of the Tex- 
an who comes into Arizona to right a 
‘wrong done his sister, and at the same 
time saves the ranch and fights the bat- 
tle of the girl with whom he falls in 
love. The homespun-calico heroine is 
nicely played by Margaret Churchill, 
while the deep-dyed villain who did all 
the dirt is handled by Noah Berry. 

This is a typical Westerner done on 2 
high-class scale, with a cracking good 
cast and some stretches of scenic beauty 
that are almost awe inspiring. The story 
tells of the days of Arizona in 1871, when 
Lassiter, played by George O’Brien, comes 
searching for his sister, who was lured 
from her home and husband by a no- 
torious scoundrel. While trying to dis- 
cover the villain, he meets Marguerite 
Churchill, who is having trouble with a 
so-called law and order league, headed 
by a crooked judge, played by Noah 
Beery. League is after her property. 
Lassiter rescues her stampeding cattle, 
saves her horses and goes to court to 
hring back a child she had adopted who 
had been taken away by the notorious 
judge. Just about that time he dis- 
covers that the judge is the man who 
had caused the downfall of his sister, so 
he shoots him, and he and Miss Churchill 
have to take to the mountains to es- 
cape from the horsemen who have given 
chase. They take refuge far up in the 
hills and as the pursuers near them 
shove a boulder down the mountainside 
that starts an avalanche, burying the 
pursuers. In doing this they have sealed 
themselves up and will have to live to- 
gether alone from now on irf their moun- 
tain recess. But, being much in love, 
this is heaven to them. 


“Penrod and Sam” 
(FIRST NATIONAL-VITAPHONE) 
At the Strand 
Producer’s footage, 6,527. Time, 72 
minutes. 
(Release date, October 3) 

With the trend to get the youngsters 
back to the motion picture theater. and 
at the same time an effort to hold the 
interest of the grownups, First National 
turns to another one of the famous 
Booth Tarkington stories for a vehicle. 
Those two lovable characters, Penrod and 
Sam, prove excellent material for this 
type picture, and there should be other 
followups with the same two characters. 

The screen play was constructed by 
Waldemar Young, and with the Tarking- 
ton material he had the picture does not 
hit the topnotch caliber it should. How- 
ever, it is a good programer and should 
hold the interest of the average movie 
audience, both young and old. 

Everyone knows it is the story of 
Young America—lads in their early 
adolescence who like to imagine they 
are grownups and yet find the joy that 
comes to youth in that make-believe. 
Here we find Penrod and Sam as those 
two lovable pal-leaders of their gang 
disliking the sissy, George Bassett, and 
the tattletale, Rodney Bitts. Of course, 
there are the parents, too, but with 
nearly all of the action centered around 
the juvenile characters. There is Duke, 
Penrod’s dog; Herman and Verman, the 
Negro urchins, and the shack where the 


weird initiations into the youthful secret 
order take place. All reminiscent of 
happy childhood. 

The story is purely episodic, the chief 
features being the initiation of the sissy 
into the secret order; the death of the 
dog, Duke; the scrap between the two 
pals, Penrod and Sam, and the final 
conquering of the Bitts boy and his dad 
by Penrod and his old man. Story is 
delightfully human in spots, and at 
other times seems forced, with the char- 
acters lacking spontaneity. 

Leon Janney has the role of Penrod, 
and Junior Coghlan that of Sam. While 
Penrod’s role is more important, it is 
young Coghlan’s quiet restraint of the 
handling of the role of Sam that makes 
it outstanding. Billy Lord is excellent 
as Georgie. Matt Moore, in the role of 
Penrod’s father, and Zasu Pitts, as 
Georgie’s mother, give the outstanding 
portrayals among the grownups. William 
Beaudine has done a nice piece of di- 
rection in the greater portion of the 
film. 


“East of Borneo” 
(UNIVERSAL) 
At the Mayfair 


Producer’s footage, 6,969. Time, 77 
minutes. 
(Release date, October 13) 

Hark back to the old days of the serial 
picture when Selig made The Adventures 
of Kathlyn, with Kathlyn Williams, and 
you have what Universal has done with 
Rose Hobart and Charles Bickford in this 
one. 

There may be an audience for this type 
picture, but it has got to be a very 
juvenile one, for even the indiscrimi- 
nating grownups will find lot to ridicule 
in this one. It is terribly far-fetched and 
improbable. It seems strange to see Miss 
Hobart flying around amid tigers, leopards, 
orang-utans and boa constrictors, but 
that’s what she does from start to finish. 

The story seems to be an effort to com- 
bine a bit of Trader Horn and The Green 
Goddess. Miss Hobart, Bickford and 
George Renavent have the leading roles, 
and it would be unfair to make comment 
on their playing with the story material 
that was handed them along with the 
rather amateurish dialog. 

George Melford handled the direction, 
and while he has used a lavish hand in 
the production, the thing is so terribly 
exaggerated that it becomes almost bur- 
lesque. 

At the start we find Miss Hobart trav- 
eling into the jungle in search of Dr. 
Clark (George Bickford), who is the court 
physician to Prince Haskin (George 
Renavent). The native drums warn the 
Prince of the approach of the white 
woman, and he prepares to meet her in 
all his regal splender.. The trip thru che 
jungle is hazarded by the approach of 
wild animals. It develope upon arrival 
that Bickford is the girl’s husband and 


he had left her in a huff, believing she 


cared for another man. Now he is drink- 
ing his life away in this lonely spot. 
The Prince does not know they are hus- 
band and wife and decides he wants the 
woman. Bickford tries to aid her to 
escape, and, they fight their way thru a 
swarm of alligators, leopards, tigers and 
what not, only to be caught by the 
Prince. Bickford is imprisoned and the 
girl sent for to acquiesce to the Prince’s 
demands. However, she shoots the Prince, 
and just as the doctor is trying to save 
his life a volcano, at the foct of which 
sits the palace, erupts. The Prince gets 
a change of heart, forces the girl and the 
doctor to flee, while he dies under the 
debris of his destroyed palace. 


“Palmy Days” 
(UNITED ARTISTS) 
At the Rialto 
Producer’s footage, 7,274. 
minutes. 
(Release date, October 3) 

The irrepressible Eddie Cantor steps 
out in this musical comedy film as an 
assistant to a bogus clairvoyant. The 
outcome is excruciatingly amusing and, 
while a couple of the sequences may have 
been seen. before in some of Cantor’s 
shows on Broadway, they bear repeating. 

So well has this picture been done that 
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it makes one consider the possibility of 
the musical comedy on the talking 
screen again. In this one, however, the 
musical numbers and ensemble dances 
have been nicely spotted. In addition 
the ensemble formations would do credit 
to any musical production on Broadway 
today. 

Screen story is fashioned much in the 
same form as a musical comedy. There 
is not a great deal of plot, but it so 
adequately fits the star that it hits the 
bull’s-eye of public fancy. It has speed, 
action and laughs galore, and dozens of 
beautiful misses cavorting about as they 
would in musical comedy. One can 
almost spot the climax of a first-act 
musical cor&edy and the finale. 

Cantor, always amusing, has fitted 
himself with a series of episodes in this 
production that would have made great 
scenes of blackouts in a musical show. 
The star is at his best, looking younger 
than ever and galloping thru the various 
scenes at a breakneck speed, all of which 
tends to keep the interest on the qui vive 
thruout. Star also has a couple of new 
numbers that, while they may not be- 
come so successful as the song hits of his 
other productions, serve the purpose in 
this film. 

Charlotte Greenwood is an excellent 
foil for the Cantor comicalities. The 
elongated comedienne gets plenty of 
footage to do her stuff and shares honors 
with the star. Barbara Weeks is pleas- 
ing in the ingenue lead. Eddie Suther- 
land has done the direction, with a nice 
eye on tempo and the spacing of laughs. 

Story tells of a medium who is after 
the bonus money that goes to the em- 
ployees of a rich baker. He tries to 
get the baker into his power. Cantcr 
works as an assistant for the bogus 
clairvoyant. The medium tells the baker 
he needs an efficiency expert and that 
the expert will come to him out of 
nowhere. Cantor happens to enter about 
that time and the baker puts him to 
work as the efficiency chief. From this 
numerous situations arise, with Cantor 
falling for the baker’s daughter, believ- 
ing he is loved by her, only to find she 
loves the juvenile. The crooks try to 
steal the money, Cantor retrieves it and 
is unjustly accused, but everything works 
out happily, with the star copping Miss 
Greenwood, the physical instructress at 
the bakery, as his bride. 


. DE LUXE SHOWS 
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Roxy, New York 


A stage show with an idea behind it 
is offered at the Roxy this week, with 
somé additional talent to the regular 
ccrps added. The revue is titled Black 
and White Revue, and all of the settings 
and costumes carry out the two-color 
title idea 

The first scene is dubbed Manhattan 
Serenade. Half of the ballet, attired in 
beautiful silver and white costumes and 
headed by Patricia Bowman, gives the 
spirit of the classical art of terpsichore, 
while on the opposite side of the stage 
the other half, dresseti in black and 
headed by the Roger Pryor Trio, present 
jazz. The scene is nicely conceived. 

The second scene, titled Black and 
White, has the Roxyettes on for a neat 
precision number, in which their cos- 
tumes carry out the color-scheme idea.

failure of the firm is, to him, a means 
of leaving his family, and he chooses 
freedom and penury rather than @ con- 
tinuance of his smug, unhappy, straitly 
coffined life. 

The telling of the fable is undoubtedly 
tedious, but that can be explained for 
the most part thru the fact that, tech- 
Nically, the show is an expanded one- 
acter. The tediousness may make a bad 
show, but it may also be merely a fault 
in an entertaining and stimulating 
drama. Action there is practically none, 
but the Maugham conversation, in spite 
of fairly frequent lapses, makes up for 
that lack to at least one customer. 

A. E. Matthews, as Battle, was uni- 
formly excellent, playing deftly, charm- 
ingly and sincerely. Maria Lohr, as his 
dreadful wife, was full-throated and 
given a bit to overplaying, and Betty 
Linley and Angus Macleod, as his even 
more dreadful children, were easily suf- 
ficient. Miss Linley, in addition to 
showing some nice acting, showed a head 
of magnificent red hair. 

Eleanor Woodruff did nobly by the 
part of a friend, and Eric Cowley, the 
second best silly ass Englishman on the 


stage, was a sort of granduncle to 
Winnie-ther-Pooh. The lines he was 
given, coming from Maugham, were 
nothing short of startling. Even Winnie 
would have balked at them. 

The Breadwinner, on the whole, is an 
excellent idea smo*hered, choked and 
killed by blankets—wet blankets — of 
dialog. And yet not entirely killed, for 
its Maugham flashes and Matthews’ 
splendid performance, along with the 
general thesis, manage to pump in a 
certain amount of life. 

The box-office trade has been nothing 
startling, but, considering the generally 
poor notices, nice enough. There’s a 
bare chance that the show may live 
down its reviews end build up to a 
moderate hit.

no mean consequence, has invaded the 
English-speaking theater with consider- 
able success. With a surprisinely good 
command of the English language, he 
exhibited as fire a performance as has 
been seen this season. 

The play, now known as If I Were You, 
is an adaption of the Yiddish /t Is Hard 
To Be a Jew, which has been a favorite 
of the Jewish people for the last 10 years 
and has been played by Schwartz in 
that language many times. It tells of 
the many trials and tribulations of Jews 
living in Russia during the reign of 
the czar. 

During a drinking party of young 
students who are shortly to enter the 
National University Ivanoff, the son of 
a royal count, gets drunk and insists to 
his friend, Schneyerson, a Jew, that 
things are not as bad for the people of 
Schneyerson’s race as he depicts them 
to be. Ivanoff insists that they change 
identities for a period of one year, and 
over the objections of Schneyerson they 
do so. 

Ivanoff, who is now Schneyerson, 
seeks lodging in the home of David 
Shapiro, played by Schwartz, and there 
he comes upon the first obstacle to the 
freedom of his adopted people. The 
laws of Russia demand ‘that all Jews 
wishing to remain in the city must have 
a permit from the police. This would 
have been available had Schneyerson 
been able to enter the university, but 2 
new law had gone into effect that all 
Jewish students wishing to enroll would 
have to draw numbers in a lottery and 
only the winners among them would be 
allowed to study. Schneyerson is un- 
lucky and has no excuse for remaining 
in the city, but with the aid of Shapiro 
he secures a “permit of residence” as a 
dental worker. Meanwhile he has fallen 
in love with Shapiro’s daughter, Betty 
(Natalie Browning), who believes him to 
be a Jew, and reciprocates to a certain 
extent. The real Schneyerson also has 
fallen in love with Betty and tells 
Ivanoff that he will not permit him to 
court Betty and threatens to reveal their 
identities. Ivanoff then makes inquiries 
with a view to becoming a convert to 
Judaism. 

A Gentile child is found murdered in 
the Jewish quarter of the town and 
there are rumors that all the Jews will 
be massacred unless a member of the 
Schneyerson family can be found to be 
offered up as a sacrifice to the police. 
The ignorant masses of Russians believe 
that the Jews murder a Gentile child to 
use its blood in the Passover festivals. 


The police enter the Shapiro home in 
search of Schneyerson and Ivanoff is 
about to give himself up when the real 
Schneyerson reveals their identities. 
Ivanoff has by this time learned of the 
many injustices that have been practiced 
on the Jewish people and denounces his 
own people, promising to use his influ- 
ence in erasing the prejudices common 
to the mass of ignorant Russians. We 


are given to understand that Schneyer- 
son will soon be freed and will return 
to court Betty, who has come to the 
realization that she loves him and not 
Ivanoff. 

Some excellent staging has been 
effected by Mr. Schwartz, especially in 
the prolog, which shows a typical drink- 
ing scene of Continental students. 
Altho he had little to do with the actual 
plot of the play, he was very much in 
evidence and carried off the entire com- 
edy in an excellent manner. Edward 
Leiter was fine in the prolog, but when 
he assumed the part of Schneyerson be- 
came slightly stocky. Harry Mervis 
deserves praise in the role of the real 
Schneyerson. Fernanda Eliscu, as the 
mother, was adequate, but several times 
overacted the part. The sets by Watson 
Barratt were good. JACK MEHLER.

feabolish him, and he manages to escape 
by climbing off the stage and racing 
thru the front doors of the theater. 

The cast is probably the best in town, 
including as it doe’ Tom Powers, Claude 
Rains, Cecil Yapp, William Gargan, Eu- 
gene Powers and Edward Rigby, all of 
whom turn in standout performances. 
The women, in fact, were the only weak 
point. Altho Edith Meiser caricatured 
&@ young lady from Seattle with the 
usual Meiser acidity and made a good 
job of it, Violet Kemble Cooper and 
Viola Frayne, the only other women, 
failed to stand up under the stiff com- 
petition offered by the performances of 
the men. Miss Cooper’s creaky voice and 
stylized mannerisms by no means helped 
the part of an amorous princess, while 
Miss Frayne crooned dovelike thru 
whatever line she was given. They 
didn’t dent, however, the general im- 
pression of an immensely capable cast. 


Where the Guild habitually goes wrong 
—if it goes wrong at all—seems to be in 
a penchant for foggily artistic directors 
who manage to impress their own mystic 
personalities on whatever gods there be. 
He was the second show in a row 
adapted and directed by Chester Erskin, 
and it must be admitted that, like 
Erskin’s own production of I Love An 
Actress, it suffered in the process. The 
stilted wording of the adaptation, word- 
ing that should have been flexible, light 
and charming in order to give full flavor 
to the play, trips up the actors, the com. 
edy effect and the audience interest con- 
sistently. And the direction reveals the 
same faults shown in Erskin’s own pro- 
duction. There is a constant tendency 
toward the sanctimonious, a tendency 
which becomes more marked during the 
more tedious stretches of dialog;. or per- 
haps they merely seemed more tedious 
because the direction made them so. 
Heightening and sharpening and grace 
are needed thruout. 

The play has those qualities in itself, 
but they are buried for the most part 
under determinedly artistic direction. 

But, in spite of all its faults, He re- 
mains amusing, interesting and intel- 
ligent adult entertainment. It will 
hardly prove very popular, but it’s cer- 
tainly nothing for the prelates of 52d 
street to hang weary heads over. I'd 
like to get hold of the script—in the 
original.

In most 
instances where dramatic stocks carried 
on thru many weeks the stock operation 
was made possible only by a spirit of 
co-operation. Managers, players and 
mechanical forces made sacrifices for the 
common good.

Managers carried on with no profit to 
themselves. Players, stagehands and 
musicians worked for salaries lower, per- 
haps, than they had ever before accepted. 
In consequence all were kept employed 
and escaped the trials and tribulations 
suffered by the element that forced idle- 
ness upon themselves by refusing to 
make sacrifices and conform to condi- 
tions caused by the business depression.

Here’s a concrete example: Eloda 
Beach has just closed a season of 17 
weeks in Muskegon, Mich. Miss Beach 
writes to this department that her resi- 
dent company played to exactly three 
winning weeks. She explains that the 
depression was acute’in Muskegon be- 
cause that is a factory city. Thru a 
long period she held out to the finish 
of the regular summer season.

“My intention,” Miss Beach writes, 
“was to extend the run thru the coming 
winter, but business conditions com- 
pelled me to quit. We have played here 
for the last seven summers, usually to 
capacity audiences. I lay our failure 
this season to varied reasons besides the 
depression. We were in a different 
house, a mediocre theater, and the heat 
was terrific. Of course, many thousands 
here were out of work.

Something About 
Blonds and Brows 


Are you a platinum blond? Planning 
te be one? Want to be one? That’s 
great, but hark ye to some friendly ad- 
vice which goes along with the silvery 
golden tresses. 

The platinum blond has everything 
stopped as far as our crowning glory 
goes-in this year of grace. She is the 
big “butter and gold” sister of the day, 
and everything from chestnut brown 
locks down to ashen gray is going 
“platinum.” a 

Done delicately and gracefully the 
golden blond is glorious and a joy to 
behold. But there are extremists who 
take the joy out of everything, and there 
are plenty of them in this new fashion 
of tinting hair. In the first place, many 
of them, instead of using a reliable ane 
recommended preparation, try to use all 
sorts of useless things turning their 
hair into perfectly scandalous shades. 

When it comes to the right color eye- 
brows to go with their favored shade of 
locks they apparently give it no thought 
at all. Just go simply ga-ga trying to 
get the hair as startlingly blond as they 
possibly can, and the eyebrows as deeply 
raven, pirate black as they possibly can. 
The result is a cross between Svengali 
and the lady known as Lou. By all 
means, dye your eyebrows if they are 
pale and insignificant looking, but be 
most careful about choosing a shade 
which goes with your hair.

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A Proposal—Not Action 


When Equity, in its editorial for the 
September, 1931, issue, again broached 
the proposal previously made by Presi- 
dent Frank Gillmore to the producing 
managers that they, either as individuals 
or as an organization, should subsidize 
@ small group of promising writers for 
the theaters in order to insure 4 con- 
tinual flow of first-rate dramatic material, 
it created an unusual qmount of interest. 
The Associated Press picked up the item 
and broadcast it; newspapers not only 
printed it, but commented editorially 
upon it. ~* 

But a great many of those who read it 
assumed that, even tho it was printed as 
@ suggestion, Equity was prepared to 
step in and organize such a group im- 
mediately. And so the association has 
been flooded with letters from those who 
wished to present themselves as candi- 
dates for that group. 

It was with the greatest regret, but 
with considerable firmness, that Equity 
has had to inform all such correspondents 
that it is in no position to undertake 
such a course of action, and that it can- 
not even force the producing managers 
to do so. All it can do, Equity has writ- 
ten, is to hope that the manifest self- 
interest of the producers will lead them 
to adopt this plan of their own free will. 
Doctors Were Wrong—Hurray! 

Equity has, heard with considerable 
pleasure of the recovery of I. B. Korn- 
blum, Los Angeles legal representative of 
the association. Kornblum was taken 
seriously ill August 30, and was ordered 
immediately to the hospital for X-rays, 
blood counts and all the other formulae. 
He was suspected of harboring the germs 
of any one of several serious and un- 
pleasant illnesses, ranging from appendi- 
citis to stone in the kidney. 

Happily those investigations disclosed 
that for the first time in history the 
doctors were wrong and that he was 
suffering from none of those complica- 
tions. 

He was at this writing returned to his 
home, where he is receiving the congratu- 
lations of his many friends—among them, 
if_he reads this, those of Equity. 


Word for Councilors’ Ears 

It_is often of great importance that 
Council members should continue to 
keep in touch with the Council and what 
is going on there, even tho they may be 
absent on tour or for some other reason. 

And so Equity has arranged that ab- 
sent councilors, if they wish to, may re- 
ceive copies of the minutes. In order to 
assure themselves of their receipt, such 
councilors should notify Anne Letellier, 
of the staff at headquarters, where these 
minutes should be sent each week. 


No Stock in Chicago 

A letter from Frank Dare, Equity rep- 
resentative in Chicago, reports that for 
the first time in many years there is no 
stock company in Chicago, nor is one in 
prospect for the present season, a most 
unusual condition. 


With the great and varied audience 
which is available in Chicago it is not 
likely that this condition will become 
permanent, but it is indicative of the 
times that it should be present at this 
period of the season. 


Mexican Actors Move 

A communication from the Mexican 
Actors’ Union informs Equity that the 
Offices of that organization have been 
moved to 28 Donceles street (third floor), 
Mexico City, D. F., where communica- 
tions relative to theatrical conditions in 
Mexico will always be received. 

Equity is passing this information to

Aid Nonperformers in Movies 

The weekly news letter of the Illinois 
State Federation of Labo: is the source 
of our information that the California 
Industrial Welfare Commission estab- 
lished a basic eight-hour day and six- 
day week for all women employed in mo- 
tion picture work who do not sing, dance, 
act or otherwise perform and who are not 
paid more than 340 a week. Overtime is 
to be paid for at the rate of time and a 
half for the first four hours after eight; 
and double time for all over that. Work 
on legal holidays must be paid for at 
the rate of double time from the begin- 
ning. One day’s rest in seven is required. 
The ruling went into effect as of August 
11, 1931. 

If our memory is not erring those regu. 
lations follow the general outline of the 
program sought by Equity in 1929, and 
which were then rejected by the motion 
picture producers as entirely out of the 
question. 


doubtful if they realize what Equity has 
done for them. In the old days even an 
honest manager who paid salaries to a 
company which only worked a week 
never thought of paying an additional 
week's salary. Our contract is a mini- 
mum two weeks’ contract. Members who 
may work only a week must get two 
weeks’ salary. These new members who 
paid $8 each as initiation fee and dues 
received $70 each—not at all a bad in- 
vestment. Since they received their 
money on the same day their dues were 
paid, it is a far better investment than 
any that could have been made in stocks 


or bonds. Anyone who made 1009 per ° 


cent profit in a stock deal would be 
considered a financial genius — these 
members made 600 per cent profit im- 
mediately on investing. 


Chorus members of the There Goes the 
Bride Company received one-eighth of 
their weekly salary during rehearsals on 
a Chorus Equity ruling that any motion 
pictures made during rehearsal must be 
paid for on the basis of one-eighth of 
the weekly salary. Again this is a profit 
for those who invest in Equity stock. 

Frequently we have asked that mem- 
bers who make complaints or suggestions 
in writing should sign their names and 
give an address. We welcome both com- 
plaints and suggestions, but we feel that 
we should be given an opportunity to 
discuss such matters with the member. 

Recently we received such a letter, 
signed, but not with the name of any- 
one on our membership files and carry- 
ing no address. The writer said that she 
was the mother of one chorus girl and 
the aunt of two. She felt that your 
executive secretary should call a strike at 
once and raise the minimum salary for 
chorus people. 

Since we have no address it is impossi- 
ble to tell the lady that we are bound 
for a period of years by a basic agree-

The police regulations covering park- 
ing in the theater zone in New York City, 
which were temporarily lifted during the 
summer, have been restored by Police 
Commissioner Mulrooney. Some slight 
changes in the rules in force during last: 
season make it advisable for actors who 
desire to park their cars during perform- 
ances to look up the new regulations. 

In general, the rules prohibit parking 
between Sixth and Eighth avenues on 
some streets and Fifth and Ninth on 
others betweén 39th and 54th streets 
during theater hours. Cars may not turn 
from, into or about on Broadway or 
Seventh avenue between 42d and 50th 
streets. 


Polish Theaters in Fight 

Serious trouble over contracts due to 
the economic difficulties in which Poland, 
as well as the rest of the world, is in- 
volved, have closed all the leading Polish 
theaters since the first of the month. 

Actors and concert and opera stars 
have banded together against the man- 
agers, and, despite attempts at mediation, 
a settlement has yet to be reached. 


Harry Marlin Suspended 

Harry Marlin has been suspended for 
cause by the Council of the Association. 
Until Marlin reaches a satisfactory settle- 
ment with the Council and is reinstated 
by it, no member of either the Actors’ 
Equity Association or of the Chorus 
Equity Association may play in any com. 
pany in which he appears or in which he 
is interested.

In the 
case of Sing High two weeks’ salary was 
paid, altho the production ran only a 
week. There were several new members 
in the chorus of this company. It is 


changes in the contract—such as raising 
the minimum salary. We might also 
have told her, had we been able to do 
so, that in a season when our chief con- 
cern is to find productions in which our 
members may work, at even the mini- 
mum salary, calling a strike would be 
rather a weak gesture. Most of our 
members are On an enforced strike any- 
way, if being out Of work means a strike. 

If the lady’s daughter and two nieces 
do not wish to work for the minimum 
salary, I can only say that the majority 
of our members working receive more 
than the mininrum and they themselves 
can refuse to work if the salary 1s not 
satisfactory. Sometimes we receive com- 
plaints from our old members about the 
number of new members taken in the 
association. Again, we are not permitted 
to refuse membership to persons who 
have ‘Mad no professional experiencg or 
who have, at the time of joining. their 
first engagement. 

However, I think the members com- 
plaining rather exaggerate the condition. 
The percentage of new members taken 
in is very small. Further, the majority 
of these new members are not amateurs 
when they obtain their first engagement 
under the jurisdiction of the Chorus 
Equity. Most of them are dancers who 
have worked in troupes in picture 
houses, vaudeville houses, etc., and join 
the Chorus Equity when they join a 
production as a troupe. 

The remainder are persons who have 
spent months of hard work in dancing 
schools before they obtained their first 
engagement and are engaged because 
they are good dancers. 


Our members could prevent part of 
the influx of new members by making 
greater use of the Chorus Equity danc- 
ing classes. Managers don’t care wheth- 
er chorus people have had professional 
experience or not. They are looking for 
proficiency. Make your own work better 
than the new people who come from 
dancing schools and you can keep them 
from taking your engagement. 


The Chorus Equity is interested in 
raising the standard of theatrical pro- 
ductions, because that means increased 
box-office returns and increased produc- 
tion. We don’t wish to lower the stand- 
ards to meet the ability of thore of cur 
members who haven't been willing to im- 
preve their work.

For Instance, @ 
woman member of the Texas Legislature 
got up and said, said she, “If we can tell 
the farmer what to plant, we can tell 
a woman what she can wear.”

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Newly Formed SPA Acts as Petcock 
For Writer Members of the “Society” 
F HISTORY repeats itself in the case of 
[ songwriters and their newly formed or- 
ganization, it will die a natural death as 
a similar plan did nearly 10 years ago. But 
we make no definite prediction as to what 
will happen with the SPA, the latest move- 
ment on foot to retain copyright owner- 
ship. As quickly as it may fade away, it 
may also grow overnight into a powerful, 
well-organized machine. It happened in the 
case of the legit actors when Equity of a 
sudden found itself holding the fate of the 
managers in the palm of its hand. 

Altho songwriters had their same 
ASCA&P, several years ago, they still 
wanted their own exclusive club wherein 
publishers had no entree whatsoever. They 
held meetings behind closed doors, yet 
everyone knew what went on behind them. 
They offered dinner as a come-on in effort 
to bring the writers to the meetings and 
even the biggies of the day came, but merely 
as spectators. As in all walks of life, the 
prosperous members felt that they did not 
need an organization and did not lift a 
finger to help the less fortunate of their 
kind. Whereas, with Equity many actors 
who were doing well stood by the lesser 
lights in their profession, the songwriters 
with fat contracts and hits riding did not 
think it was well for them to worry about 
the writers who could not turn out hits fast 
enough to be prosperous. 

About 10 years ago the songwriters 
pulled a so-called strike and the writers that 
were strong enough and rich enough to 
stay away from the. publishers were the first 
to capitulate. Others began to need their 
royalty statements and went around to see 
the publishers. They knew most every 
firm had songs enough in the safe to last 
years and years. The strike did not last long 
enough to accomplish anything but make it 
more difficult for the lesser lights among the 
writers. 

A few years later the Songwriters, Inc., 


came about. The writers doing well had no 
inclination to back up the others, who did 
not have leadership nor very definite ideas. 
lt resulted in the publishers knowing ex- 


actly who their enemies were. 


But now all the writers seem to be 
banded together for the common cause of 
getting more money eventually for them- 
selves and the retention of the copyright 
on their songs. Radio has killed off sales of 
sheet music and discs. The big shots and 
the small fry all want to do something, but 
radio is years ahead of them. 


They do not want to do anything to 
embarrass the Society, they say, but merely 
want an organization separate from the 
publishers just as the publishers have their 
MPPA, separate from the writers, altho 
both sides are members of the Society. 
It took years for the Society to get the 
majority of the writers and publishers into 
the fold and, as a result, they have pocketed 
millions of dollars from the so-called “small 
rights,” heretofore going to waste. But it 
was not the work of the publishers or writ- 
ers who did the great work. It was such 
men as J. C. Rosenthal, Nathan Burkan and 
E. C. Mills. The last, a genius, who brought 
the Society’s receipts up from around a 
couple of hundred thousand dollars a year 
to above the million-dollar mark within a 
few years’ time. 


There are many writer members of the 
Society who believe now that the agree- 
ment made a few years ago by E. C. Mills, 
as agent and trustee for the copyright 
owners, with the Electrical Research Prod- 
ucts, Inc., whereby the Society is now col- 
lecting over $1,000,000 a year, did not do 
right by the songwriters. The money is 
being split up among a possible 80 pub- 
lishers and several hundred writers. ERPI 
represented the then laboratory talkies; 
they were developing their Movietone prod- 
uct. No one could foresee that the talkies 
were going to be so powerful, and if so, 
what was there to indicate that they would 
go in for musical films in a big way. As it 
happened the musicals faded out. But the 
sliding scale which increased as the years 
went by was done for the writers’ and pub- 
lishers’ protection. The agreement runs out 
in a year or so and the writers feel they can 
get more money for themselves by owning 
the copyrights instead of vesting them in 
the publisher as now. 


According to the by-laws of the Society, 
the publishers come in for more money as 
their share, because they are the ones who 
expend large sums to make music popular; 
they are the ones who have an overhead of 
a few thousand dollars a day and pay 
royalties to the writers. There was nothing 
else for Mills to do but make the division 
according to precedent, and sign the agree- 
ment while the signing was good. Suppos- 
ing no agreement was signed with ERPI 
and years of litigation and waste of money 
took place! It could have happened very 
easily. ERPI did not come out and make 
any such tremendous offer as Mills finally 
worked it up into. Far from it. 


Suffice to say, the songwriters at least 
have an instrument which is a good medium 
for letting off steam. They are doing the 
blowing that the Society cannot very well 


afford to do while apparently doing good 


business with the users of music. 


There must be regret on the part of the 
erstwhile big-shot writers to think that they 
might have been the means years ago of 
welding together a powerful writers’ or- 
ganization that now would be ready-made 
for the occasion.

Lesson Learned by Certain Circus 
Men Years Ago Is Applicable Today 


NYBODY who ever has had the experi- 
ence of being “redlighted” by a circus 
will tell you that under such conditions 

it’s a “crool,” “crool” world to live in. Years 
ago this practice was not uncommon. It 
probably was considered “an easy way out” 
of paying off in full, but eventually they 
came to their senses and realized that every 
time the practice was engaged in it was a 
“black eye” to the circus business, not to for- 
get the difficult task faced in organizing for 
subsequent seasons—in finding working- 
men who were completely ignorant of the 
mistreatment accorded others and were 
willing to join. It also probably was realized 
that every time such a practice was indulged 
in the circus owner was “digging his own 
grave” deeper so far as continued operation 
was concerned. 

Of late years these “redlighting” tactics 
have gradually disappeared except in very 
rare instances, and the circus business in 
consequence has been put on a higher level. 
While the practices of years ago were con- 
sidered more or less brutal, judging by 
statements made by eyewitnesses. reaching 
us, they could not have been worse than the 
treatment given scores of workingmen with 
a certain circus this year. As one eyewit- 
“Tt was the most fiendish act 
of brutality I have seen in my 20 years in 
circus business. Sitting in my berth, I saw 
workingmen knocked off the train and roll. 
Some of them would not get up as tho they 
were badly hurt. Some were boys, 18 to 20. 
An old man, who looked like he was be- 
tween 66 and 65, begged not to be knocked 
off, and as he held the handle on the coach 
his hands were beaten loose with a cane.” * 

It’s regrettable that there has been a re- 
turn of the tactics of the old days. It is 
understood that investigations are being 
made of the case by various authorities, but 
one thing is certain: Those who were made 
to suffer will never forget, and the incident 
is going to be the talk of the circus world 
for many months to come. 


Fresh Plays Sent Out on the Road 
Might Reawaken Provincial Trade 


ILLIAM F. McDERMOTT, in his 
W column in The Cleveland Plain Dealer, 

makes a point that had previously 
been omitted from all the multitudinous 
discussions of what is wrong with the road. 
It is based on the premise that theatrical 
goods, like all other goods, must be fresh 
in order to have a customer appeal. It is a 
point well taken. 


“Wouldn’t it be wise,’ asks McDermott, “for the 
producers to refuse to wait until the shows develop 
the whiskers and the rheumatics of old age, but 
to send them out with an adequate 
as soon as the New York success seems established? 

“*The Original New York Company’ doesn’t mean 
a thing on the road any more, even if the label is 
honest. Any theatergoer would prefer such a No. 2 
Company as presented ‘June Moon’ here last week 
to the kind of company that usually arrives ‘direct 
from New York’ after a show has run two years in 
the metropolis with several changes in the cast and 
everybody that remains pretty well tired out. 

“The theater in this respect needs a simple change 
in policy. It needs to put more emphasis on the time- 
liness which is demanded of every other business 
that succeeds in a swift and tiring age.” 


McDermott’s article was reprinted in 
the last issue of Equity’s magazine, and it 
deserves to be reprinted further. The time 
has passed when old and stale stuff could be 
fobbed off on the sticks under the guise of 
entertainment. The time also has passed 
when customers of the hinterland would 
flock to see a play “direct from New York, 
with the original New York cast,” instead 
of a good second company. The only care 
that has to be taken by the producer—and 


_it is still too seldom taken—is to make the 


second company good. 
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Applauds the Circus

him, the circus changes—and why not? 
He pans the clowns, tumblers, etc., as 
trying for grace and beauty.

Of course, if he craves to 
see someone break his neck in a fall, it 
isn’t being done in well-trained acts. 

The side shows and menageries surely 
are undeserving of criticism in either 
the R.-B. or the Sells-Ploto shows. And 
as for discourteous treatment, I have 
never heard a lot manager, boss hostler 
or canvasman raise his voice to a fan. 
There are fans who would feel sore if 
you saved them from being tripped by 
a stake or hit by horses’ hoofs. As to 
bawling the people out for trying to get 
more than they pay for, that is being 
done every day at the theaters. 

Kids of today are unprepared for social 
life if they do not play a musical instru- 
ment, swim, dance, etc. Would you have 
them go back to hopping freight trains, 
burning barns and stealing fruit from 
farmers? And just because former 
generations did it when they were kids. 
The circus is okeh. Kids of today like 
it, so let your heart be at ease. 

Rochester has had plenty of shows this 
year—101 Ranch, Sellis-Floto and Ring- 
ling-Barnum, also the Bernardi carnival, 
St. Leon’s and a couple of inferior out- 
fits. Ask any of them if they weren't 
treated okeh. We hope they'll be back 
again next year.

George Washington’s Closest Kin 


Indorses Circus of Barnum Tent 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.— The plans 
being developed by P. T. Barnum Tent 
of Circus Saints and Sinners are meeting 
with approval from many social and 
patriotic societies. Plan has also been 
indorsed by W. Lanier Washington, West- 
port, Conn., of whom it is said is more 
nearly a direct descendant to illustrious 
first president than possibly any other 
of his kin. 

W. Lanier Washington, now in his 67th 
year, bears a very close resemblance to 
his famous ancestor. Even the home, 
a venerable old house, a type of early 
American architecture, has been named 
“Wakefield” in honor of the birthplace 
of George Washington. 

In an article published recently in The 
Bridgeport Post, and written by, Benj. D. 
Kornfield, it was stated that AV. Lanier 
Washington is considered the unques- 
tionable head of the Washington family 
in America today. He is a direct de- 
scendant of Col. John Washington, who 
was born in England in 1633 and came 
to this country in 1657. He settled at 
Wakefield, Westmoreland County, Va, 
where George Washington was born 75 
years later. 

The Circus Saints and Sinners plan to 
take part in the observance of George 
Washington's 200th birthday as a part of 
its Midwinter Circus, using the trium- 


phant march of George Washington 
thru Virginia after his Yorktown victory. 
It has met with the approval of his 
illustrious descendant.

introducing the celebration of the Bi- 
centennial of the Birth of George Wash- 
ington. 

In accepting this honor, upon the terms 
mentioned in your letter, permit me to say 
that I am behind any movement to pay 
due homage to the memory and glory of 
my illustrious relative, as you will observe 
from the inclosed article taken from a 
recent issue of The Bridgeport (Conn.) Post. 

Also, I am a member of the Executive 
Committee of the General Citizens’ Com- 
mittee for the Washington Bicentennial 
Celebration in New York City, and am ac- 
tively co-operating with the United States 
National Committee, at Washjngton, D. C. 

It is a matter of regret to me that fail-

Hoffman was charged in a federal in- 
dictment last Friday with using the mails 
te defaud in an alleged scheme to get 
money from Dr. J. W. Walton, of De- 
catur; Attorney General George M. Napier 
of Georgia, and Ernest L. Bergstrom, of 
pavannah.

[Editorial Reprinted From Plattsburg, 
(N. Y.) Daily Press of August 24.] 


If all the people of this country had 
the courage, the optimism, the pure grit, 
the knowledge of their business and the 
interest in the same as displayed by 
those of the circus, there would be far 
less of this depression talk we hear so 
much of these days. 

Few of us give the circus the credit 
which is its due. We are more inclined 
to listen to a blatherskite, such as Jim 
Tully, for instance, whose writing on the 
subject is evidence of his lack of knowl- 
edge, than we are to use our own com- 
mon sense and pass judgment by what 
we see. 

When one considers the equipment, 
the rolling stock, the salary list of per- 
formers and workmen, rent of lot, 
licenses, advertising and any number of 
cther things which the circus must meet,

we can readily see it is no job for a 
dumbbell. And the circus is doing a 
strictly cash business. “The proprietor 
cannot go to the feed man, the grocer, 
the butcher and people in all the differ- 
ent lines of business he deals with and 
say to them, “I'm a little short today, 
but I'll pay you next week.” 


He pays today or the show doesn’t go 
on, and “the show must go on,” is the 
unwritten law of the profession. If one 
stops to think, it is surprising how many 
of them do go on. Those that do go 
on do so because they are conducted by 
business men of the highest type. They 
have to be. It is one thing to stay at 
ene location and do business with people 
you have known all vour life and it is 
quite another thing to take your entire 
plant to a new town every day and make 
your own business. 

Let us say the circus starts out some 
time in April. Before it returns to win- 
ter quarters it may have passed thru a 
cozen States, meeting people of different 
types, habits, points of view, to say noth- 
ing of these business conditions we hear 
so much about. And it does business or 
it will fall by the wayside before it is 
half thru one State. 

The trouble with the most of us is we

On Platform as 


LONG BEACH, Calif., Sept. 26.—Surely 
the most novel event of the season and 
an exploitation stunt attracting atten- 
tion galore was a six-day bicycle race 
held here on a race track that would fit 
very nicely in the living room of the 
average home. 

This race track was a platform built 
about 8 feet above the pavement and 
20 feet in length and 8-feet wide. On 
this platform five special-built stands 
held the five racing bicycles that were 
used in this unique event, which was 
conducted August 6-11, and had sport 
fans agog with interest. 

On each stand were a set of rollers 
that fit closely to both tires of a bicycle 
and which were connected with a belt 
so that both bicycle wheels revolved the 
same as if used on a highway.

As an advertising card and crowd 
drawer of amusement seekers another 
such race is being planned.

DENVER, Sept. 26.—Lakeside 
Amusement Park, which closed 
Saturday night, wound up one of 
the most eventful seasons in its 
long history.

In very recent years, when 
no depression could afford an alibi for 
retrenchment, there were instances with- 
cut number of failure to provide new, 
novel and expected features for enter- 
tainment and comfort of the public. 

So park executives and resort men 
should go ahead resolutely for the season 
to come. Money spent between now and 
next spring not only will aid in im- 
preving general conditions but should 
bring direct returns. 


Nothing new. The park business needs 
more optimists to set the pace for over- 
timid laggers. 

“I have in mind,” remarked a resort 
man, the other day, “a figure who was 
the veritable Moses of his time in the 
amusement park field. He always built 
between Labor Day and Chriggmas for 
the coming season. He believed in paint, 
lights, walks, water, playgrounds, shelter 
houses, benches and everything for the 
public comfort. His motto was: ‘The 
public is right; right or wrong, the pub- 
lic is right. A successful park man 
should be a showman able to perceive 
public wants, and not a realtor or trades- 
man. No park man should lie awake 
nights trying to figure some way of 
cleaning the pockets of his patrons, old 
and young, the next day. 

“I fear many large picnics are quitting 
some amusement parks in favor of cool, 
shady groves near water, where they 
find atmosphere more congenial. Motor 
cars have placed such sylvan retreats 
within reach of all, so park men should 
take heed.”

Maggie has been known as the “Mother 
of the Zoo,” since she was the oldest 
mammal born in London Gardens. She 
had been suffering from a swollen jaw 
caused by bad teeth. She seldom was 
ill, but never reached the average height 
of giraffes. Maggie was only 12 feet 
high. She had a record for good tem- 
per. For a long time she was the only 
giraffe in the Zoo, but after the war 
several new young specimens were im- 
ported. 


SALT LAKE CITY—Hogle Gardens has 
proved so popular as a public zoo that 
the traction company is running a spe- 
cial bus every Sunday and Saturday to 
the new park.

do not give the circus man half the 
recognition he deserves. With the same 
emount of energy, skill and nard work 
he would be bound to be a success in 
any other line of business without in- 
creasing his gray hairs to any great ex- 
tent. 

It is the great cry of the theatrical 
profession that the “road” is dead. 
Whatever it may be, this cry does not 
hold true of the circus. In fact the 
circus is all there is left of the “road,” 
and don’t let anyone tell you it is dead. 
The circus will go anywhere in the 
United States or Canada and it will come 
back after meeting conditions just as 
they exist. Sometimes one will become 
tired of the same territory and ship the 
whole outfit to Souch America, Mexico, 
Australia, just for a change. 


On the whole, however, the circus— 
remember, we are speaking of the wel- 
conducted legitimate circus—will stick to 
the territory in which it has made a 
name, A good name is as much of an 
asset to a circus man as it is to the 
proprietor of a department store. He 
wants to give satisfaction this year so 
that he may be sure of coming back 
next year and receiving a welcome. 
These shows do not make any bombastic 
claims of being the “greatest,” the “big- 
gest,” the this or that. They do claim 
to give a first-class* performance at a 
reasonable price. They cater to the home 
folks, the women, the children, and “pa” 
himeelf is never very far in the back- 
ground. The name these circuses make 
for themselves is worth money and is 
often used and paid good money for long 
after the original owner is dead or re- 
tired. 


Such a show as this is the Hunt Circus 
which plays this city today. This circus 
has been traveling along the Atlantic 
seaboard for 35 years at least. It started 
cut as a small concern in the old “mud 
show” days, as the wagon shows were 
called. Now it is a modern three-ring 
circus traveling entirely by motor truck, 
using a fleet of 30 or 35 of these trucks 
to transport it from town to towh. Each 
year it has been seen somewnere in the 
Adirondack region and it has always 


given the.best of satisfaction. The

The Hunt Circus has always been un- 
der the control of the same family.

One of 
these is a grandmother, but she does not 
sit by the chimney corner knitting. She 
is out with the bluebirds in the spring 
and when the band plays Home, Sweet 
Heme in the fall she is among the last 
to ieave the lot and does her bit with the 
rest in stowing the show away in win- 
ter quarters. That’s the good old circus 
spirit which refuses to be cast down and 
in this is an example to you and me and 
all of us.

Midway at Syracuse Fair May 
Give Way to Permanent Rides 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 26.—Abolish- 
ment of the midway in its present form 
at the New York State Fair is one of 
many changes to be made in ‘the next 
year, said Director J. Dan Ackerman. 


The midway is to be supplanted with 
permanent riding devices, instead of port- 
able rides and organized traveling com- 
panies. This would be in line with a 
policy to utilize State fairgrounds at other 
times of the year than during the fair. 

Along with plans for the new midway 
is being considered a proposal for pres- 
entation of circus acts which hitherto 
have been confined entirely to the stages 
and arena in front of the grand stand. 

“We realize that probably hundreds of 
visitors to every State fair of the past,” 
the director said, “have failed to see the 
spectacular free attractions which we 
have provided for them. The acts hith- 
erto have been presented opposite the 


grand-stand exclusively. Now we pro- 
pose to show them to visitors who do 
not go to the track, but who patronize 
the midway. The novelty should be ap- 
preciated.” 


Death of Jimmy Gleason in the 100- 
mile auto racing event revived objections 
of opponents of the dirt track sport. 
They are backed by devotees of running 
horse races, who declare they can not rec- 
oncile running of thorobreds and auto- 
mobiles on the same track. 


“The automobiles spoil the track for 
the runners,” horsemen said. 


“Horses often make the track heavier,” 
commented automobile and motorcycle 
racers. 


The fair management has launched an 
effort to move the motor races ahead to 
a summer date as early as 1932 if possi- 
ble. 


Fire May End 
Bethany Fair 


$30,000 loss on two build- 
ings blow to big Missouri 
popular annual event 


BETHANY, Mo., Sept. 26.— 
Destruction by fire of grand stand 
and Liberal Arts building, with 
$30,000 unprotected loss, may 
mean the end of Northwest Mis- 
souri State Fair. The annual 
events have been largest in the 
State except the Missouri State 
Fair at Sedalia. Most of the fair 
directors doubt whether funds 
can be raised to rebuild the structures. 
Because of excessive insurance rates on 
such property, the association had fro- 
tected the buildings only by setting aside 
from gate receipts a sum to be used for 
replacement in event of fire. This fund 
was exhausted in rebuilding at a cost of 


about $5,000 three barns destroyed by 
fire last June. 


Fifty persons were in the grand stand 
awaiting start of a baseball game two 
days after the recent fair when the fire 
started. Swept by a high wind, it spread 
rapidly thru the wood, concrete and steel 
structure. Sparks may have set fire to 
the Arts building 200 yards away. Fire- 
men prevented spread of flames to other 
buildings. The burned buildings were 
in ruins in about an hour. 


Small boys seen smoking under the 
grand stand may have started the blaze. 
A theory of incendiarism is advanced, 
based on the fact that fire broke out at 
both ends of the grand stand at the same 
time. The Arts building caught fire in 
several places almost simultaneously, 
flames leaping out from the roof instead 
of eating into it. 


Directors say they know of no reason 
why anyone should wish to destroy the 
property. At the fair several arrests were 
made, and two of three alleged pick- 
pockets are held in jail. The third was 
not apprehended. 


The grand stand had seating capacity 
of 5,000, and was erected in 1929 with 
funds from a bond issue and cash which 
the association had on hand. Liberal Arts 
building was a two-story and basement 
structure of brick, originally used as a 
school. 


Ways and means to replace the build- 
ings will be tried energetically, as the 
Bethany Fair drew daily crowds of more 
than 10,000 and in some years more than 
30,000 persons attended in one day. 


Must Pay Premiums To 
Get State Aid, Ruling 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Sept. 26—County 
fairs in Illinois which because of finan- 
cial difficulties pay only a portion of 
théir premium lists are disqualified to 
share in State aid, aceording to an opin- 
ion of Oscar E. Carlstrom, attorney gen- 
eral. . 


Stuart E. Pierson, director of State de- 
partment of agriculture, informed the 
attorney general that because of deficit 
this year many fairs were unable to pay 
premiums, as advertised, and wanted to 
know whether they could depend upon 
the State apportionment to help solve 
their difficulties. Failure to pay pre- 
miums in full, he was advised, does not 
comply with the statute and such fairs 
are no longer eligible for State aid.

Event of 1931 trifle slow at getaway, but attendance 
swings into high on third day—grend-stand acts, midway 


and exhibits of high order 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 26.—The 26th annual Tennessee 
State Fair opened Monday, September 21, for a week’s run, and was 
frankly acclaimed the greatest in history of the association. With a 
torrid wave prevailing, official temperature reaching 93 at noon 
Monday and 96 Tuesday, there was a spirit of apathy in attendance 


that totaled for the first day about 
25 per cent less than the first day 
last year. Tuesday was about 
normal, compared to 1930 figures. 
There was a moderation of 8 to 19 
degrees in temperature Wednesday. Then 
indications were plain that attendance 
had more than tripled that of Monday or 
Tuesday, and with cooler weather prom- 
ised there was no fear that Nashville, 
which had only a week previously turned 
loose a $60.000 gate to two performances 
of the Ringling-Barnum Circus, would 
fail to respond to its own State Fair. 

Total attendance to Friday 66,372, 
as against 78,947 for the same period last 
year. Friday was the biggest day this 
year, with 21,904, as compared with 21,- 
941 in 1930. Grand-stand with 6,000 
free seats was filled to capacity every 
night. Capacity of 2,500 reserved seats 
was taxed Wednesday and Thursday 
nights and Friday afternoon and night. 
Delighted officials said the fair was fi- 
nancially successful. 

J. W. Russwurm, secttary (and some- 
how it is difficult to imagine = Tennessee 
State Fair revolving without Jim being 
at the center), is surrounded with an 
able board of commissioners. Judge Lit- 
ton Hickman, chairman of the board of 
commissioners, had supervision over the 
night horse show and racing events; Joe 
Wallace, gates and admission, buildings 
and grounds; W. C. Clark, home and 
educational; Jim Cayce, concessions, 
publicity and amusements; J. B. Ezell, 
live stock, and W. T. Jones, public com- 
fort, law and order.

Fruits, vege- 
tables and other products of almost end- 
less variety were on display in the agri- 
cultural building. A large display of 
preserves, jellies and canned foods were 
exhibited in the Home Economics de- 
partment 

A new feature was the rabbit show, 
in which there were nearly 500 entries 
of every size and color. Display of poul- 
try included ducks and geese, with a 
fine exhibit of turkeys and capons. The 
stock show was probably the big event. 
Exhibit of Jersey cattle exceeded any- 
thing of its kind ever held in the State 
in number and variety of specimens, 
Creeve Hall Farms on Franklin road, out 
from Nashville, and owned by Herbert 
Farrell, carrying off most Jersey awards. 
Angus, Hereford, Aberdeen and Short- 
horn cattle: Berkshire, Duroc, Poland 
China and Hampshire hogs; Shropshire, 
Southdown and Dorset sheep, and a 
large exhibit of mules made the stock 
section the mecca of thousands. 

Booths for organizations and chure. 
associations that generally feed the 
crowds were enlarged and repainted, with 
a@ great many more seats provided. There 
was some disappointment among con- 
cessioners Monday and Tuesday, but 
Wednesday everybody was cheerful over 
greatly increased crowds. 


New Midway Popular 


Much interest centered in the new 
midway, a change in general setup seem- 
ing to arouse more curiosity. The Mor- 
ris & Castle Shows looked clean and 


fresh, as if this might be their first stand 
of the season. 

The new departure of shooting fire- 
works at 8 o’clock, immediately after 
free acts in front of grand stand, gave 
the midway and the horse show full 
crack at the crowds for the rest of the 
evenings. Grand stand was practically 
cleared by 8:15 o’clock, and far more 
than 50 per cent of crowds took to mid- 
way. R. L. Lohmar, general agent of the 
shows, said they were getting their full 
share of patronage. John R. Castle, E. C.

From Damper Put on by Rain 


Stage and scenery damage soon repaired and show goes 
on—cattle entries overflow to tents and farm exhibits 
greater than ever—free gate at night 


HUTCHINSON, Kan., Sept. 25.—The Kansas State Fair opened 
last Saturday to run six days, with the weather man very unkind 
from early Surday night until Monday noon, during which there 
was a continual downpour of rain, causing’ the fairgrounds to be- 


come a sea of mud and water. 
attendance was rather heavy Mon- 
dsy night and a large crowd was 
on hand Tuesday. On Tuesday 
night the fair suffered another 
blow when a torrential rain 
flooded the grounds, followed by extreme- 
ly cool weather. Approximately 1,500 
persons were already in the grand stand 
when the ‘storm broke. Stage and 
scenery were damaged by wind that pre- 
ceded the rain to such an extent it was 
impossible to stage the show and money 
was refunded. However, immediately fol- 
lowing the storm a new stage was built, 
scenery repaired, and before noon 
Wednesday everything was in readiness 
for.the afternoon and night shows. 

This is the 3ist annual fair and the 
16th year as the State Fair. The 200- 
acre tract, with its paved* boulevards and 
modern buildings, is situated within half 
a mile of the downtown business district. 
The grand stand is of steel and concrete 
construction, with exhibit rooms on the 
ground floor and balconies, and has a 
seating capactiy of 12,000. 

Saturday was Preparation and Entry 
Day: on Sunday there was a concert by 
Thaviu’s Symphonic Band. _ Starting 
Monday and each day thereafter, the pro- 
gram included contests, judging in all 
exhibit departments, band concerts, horse 
racing and auto racing. On Monday 
afternoon Governor William H. Murray 
of Oklahoma spoke. . + 


Kansas Editors Gather 


The State Fair is the greatest gather- 
ing place in the State for breeders of cat- 
ile. hogs, sheep, horses and mules. This 
year there were 959 swine entries, an in- 
crease of 259 over last year; 346 sheep 
entries, 575 cattle, 200 head of horses and 
3,000 birds, the largest poultry show ever 
held on the grounds. -In addition there 
were dogs, rabbits and pet stock shows. 


Cattle entries were twice capacity of 
the barns. Large tents were erected to 
handle the overflow. The agricultural 
exhibits were greater in number than 
last year. County exhibits numbered 22, 
as compared to 17 in 1930. There were 
four county irrigated project exhibits, 50 
per cent increase in apple entries, 25 
per cent more flowers, despite dry weath- 
er; 50 county and club exhibits in the 
4-H department and the largest dairy 
barn at’ any State fair, according to J. 
B. Shepherd, representative of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, who 
said the Dairy Products Exposition here 
shows greater competition ‘for the Na- 
tional Dairy Show than any other dairy 
products show he has attended. 

There was alsO an auto show, Re- 
formatory exhibit of stone masonry, ma- 
chine shop work and leather goods made 
at Kansas State Industria] Reformatory, 
and the Pullman Company exhibit of 
two modern cars.

KENTUCKY 


There is no law on the statute books 
providing for State aid to county fairs. 

The following annual appropriations 
are made to the Kentucky State Pair: 
Premiums, $20,000; maintenance and 
labor (upkeep), $15,000; total annual ap- 
propriation, $35,000. 

The proceeds from a stud license fund, 
which varies each year according to col- 
lections made, are also appropriated for 
the State fair. There has been an an- 
nual appropriation of $25,000 for special 
construction or replacement on plant. 
This is not annual, but only appropri- 
ated by special legislative act for the 
biennial period. ef 

The State fair is bonded for $300,000, 
which indebtedness is retired at the rate 
of $10,000 annually, but this is not by 
appropriation, but must be done from 
proceeds of the fair and the M. & M. 
building. 


CONNECTICUT 


Sec. 2150—ANNUAL PAYMENTS TO 
INCORP@RATED SOCIETIES. There 
shall annually be paid to each incor- 
porated agricultural society of this State 
and each incorporated horticultural so- 
ciety of this State or any incorporated 
fociety of this State carrying on or pro- 
moting any branch of agriculture, hold- 
ing an agricultural exhibition in this 
State, 50 per centum of the cash pre- 
miums paid by it, provided no society 
shall receive reimbursement from ‘the 
State unless it shall pay cash premiums 
amounting to $100 and no society, except 
the Connecticut State Agricultural So- 
ciety, shall receive a greater sum than 


$500, but in computing for the purposes 
cf this section the amount of premiums 
paid by any such society, any premium 
or money paid for horse racing or trials 
of speed or for any recreation or amuse- 
ment shal] not be inciuded. 

There shall be paid to the Connecticut 
State Agricultural Society in any year in 
which said society shall hold an exhi- 
bition the sum of $4,000. No payments as 
hereinbefore provided shall be made to 
any such society which shall allow, on 
its grounds, exhibits both of cattle 
which shall have passed an official 
tuberculin test and of cattle which shall 
have not passed such test nor to any 
society which, during the four years pre- 
ceding, shall have declared or paid any 
dividends to its stockholders or members. 

Sec. 2151—STATEMENT OF PRE- 
MIUMS. The commissioner of agricul- 
ture shall annually, during the month 
of October, forward to each incorporated 
agricultural society suitable printed 
forms for such statements in detail as 
he may require for reporting the names 
of all exhibitors and the amount of 
premiums, with the objects for which 
they have been paid, accompanied by 
proper vouchers if required, which state- 
ment shall be signed and sworn to by 
the president, secretary or treasurer of 
the society and returned to said com- 
missioner before the 15th of December 
following. Said commissioner _ shall 
thereupon certify to the comptroller the 
amount to which each society is en- 
titled. Any society failing in any year 
to return its statement before the date 
ahove limited shall not be entitled to 
any appropriation for that year.

Matters acted upon include 
lower initiation fees and 
reinstatement of members 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 25.—At 
this week’s regular meeting of 
Pacific Coast Showmen’s Associa- 
tion some special business matters 
were introduced, and an outstand- 
ing point acted upon was the 
adoption of resolutions apper- 
taining to memberships.

CINCINNATI, Sept. 25.—In 
many sections of the nation there 
has been developing instances that 
might be termed “turning of the 
worm,” relative to one or more 
branches of show business (which 
in reality includes parks, movie 
houses and theaters) thru influ- 
ences directly or indirectly at- 
tempting to throttle other, com- 
petitive, amusement business. In other 
words, the “oppressed,” aided by local 
supporters, getting publicly active in 
defense of their business interests and 
the citizenry’s rights to a varied menu 
of entertainment in its midst. 

Apparently there has been an imstance 
of this nature in the capital city of 
Texas, Austin, ii which State, incident- 
ally, for some years there has been much 
activity on the part of some motion pic- 
ture interests against tented shows, in- 
cluding repertoire, carnival, and in some 
cases, circuses. From the following arti- 
cle that recently appeared as a feature 
on the front page of The Austin Ameri- 
can, one could judge that the “opposi- 
tion” extended in that city oe amuse- 
ment parks: 

“Asserting that the tent-show ordi- 
nance now pending before the city coun- 
cil is unfair, discriminatory and unjust, 
M. H. Crockett, owner of Riverside Park, 
announced Friday that he will oppose 
vigorously its adoption next Thursday at 
the city council session. 

“If the city council is intent on 
cleaning up the morals of the ecity by 
banning carnivals and other amusements

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Canadian Agricultural Prospects 


(Monthly Letter of the Royal Bank of Canada for September) 


The wheat crop in Western Canada 
this year will be the smallest since the 
dry years of 1918, 1919 and _ 1920. 
Drought has _ prevailed continuously 
thruout the season and the year’s opera- 
tions have been carried on in the midst 
of the most adverse and discouraging 
circumstances. Moisture reserves were 
low, seeding operations rendered diffi- 
cult by windstorms and soil drifting, 
and precipitation has been generally 
insufficient. The crop matured in good 
time and harvesting is being rapidly 
completed. Threshing is well under 
way and inspection returns show that 
early deliveries. have comprised grain of 
exceptionally high quality. 

The conditions prevailing during seed- 
ing resulted in a substantial decrease 
in the acreage sown to wheat. This 
reduction, however, is less than antici- 
pated and the total wheat acreage in 
the prairie provinces is’ now officially 
placed at 23,178,000 acres as compared 
with 23,960,000 acres in 1930. Wheat 
sown in other provinces brings the total 
for the Dominion to 24,143,400 acres, a 
decrease of 750,000 acres as compared 
with last year. Material decreases are 
also shown for barley and rye and slight 
increases for eats and flax. Abandon- 
ment has been extensive in the drought 
areas, and acreages harvested are expect- 
ed to be considerably smaller than the 
totals seeded. Many farmers have also 
cut and stacked substantial quantities 
of grain for use as feed for live stock.

Conditions in Manitoba have been 
most unfavorable in the southwestern 
parts of the province. Crops in the 
North and East are expected to give a 
fair return, but the total yield of wheat 
is nct expected to be much larger than 
one-half of the amount darvested last 
year. Coarse grains will be light. Lack 
of moisture has been affecting late 
crops, potatoes, gardens and pastures. 
The fodder situation generally has been 
improved by the satisfactory yield of 
hay in the Northern districts, and with 
the exercise of care supplies should be 
sufficient for winter requirements. 


Saskatchewan has felt the full force 
of the drought and prospects have never 
been so poor as they are this year. Con- 
ditions are most serious in the Southern 
districts; some parts in this section will 
not supply even the seed necessary for 
next year’s crops; in many others little 
more than seed and feed requirements 
will be met. In the North crops are gen- 
erally satisfactory, but the outturn wil 
‘be much below average. It is not antici- 
pated that the total yield of wheat in 
Saskatchewan will exceed one-half of 
the average of the past few years. The 
coarse grain situation is better, but 
growth has been backward and the 
yields will be low. 


Crops have fared much better in Al- 
berta. While continued drought has re- 
sulted in almost a total failure of wheat 
seeded on spring plowing in the south- 
eastern part of the province, crop con- 
ditions improve as one journeys north- 
ward. All grain crops are in a com- 
paratively satisfactory condition in the

Operators who can handle big business, 


central districts, and ripening conditions 
have been ideaj in the!northern and 
Peace River areas. There is said to be 
a prospect of good yields over a consider- 
able part of these sections, and the 
general result of the harvest will be 
much better than in eithef of the other 
prairie provinces. Some damage has been 
caused by hail, but the loss has not been 
serious. 

In normal years Canada consumes 
about 115,000,000 bushels of wheat. The 
carryover from last year’s crop was 140,- 
0v0,000 bushels; if the total crop should 
amount to 250,000,000 bushels, the 
amount available for export during the 
next year would not exceed 275,009,000 
bushels. The normal carryover would 
amount to approximately 50,000'000 
bushels and this would leave 225,000,000 
bushels to be marketed abroad. Last 
season Canadian exports of wheat and 
wheat flour were the equivalent of 258,- 
000,000 bushels and during the past five 
years such shipments have averaged over 
295,600,000 bushels. Broomhall, however, 
estimates next year’s import require- 
ments on such a basis that shipments 
from Canada will be substantially re- 
duced. 

Conditions in Eastern Canada have 
been favorable and crops are reported 
to be much more promising than in the 
West. Haying is completed in the mari- 
time provinces and a good yield reported. 
In New Brunswick the crop is expected 
to be one of the largest ever grown in 
the province. The appearance of grain 
crops is good and satisfactory returns 
are indicated. Potatoes and root crops 
also promise well. The potato acreage in 
Prince Edward Island is reported to be 
approximately the same as last year; in 
New Brunswick many growers have in- 
creased the area sown to certifieti seed 
potatoes, reducing the land used for the 
production of table stock. 

Quebec crops are in good condition 
and promise well. Haying is completed 
and the crop is officially estimated at 
about 17.500,000 tons, as compared with 
6,800,000 tons last ‘year. While the yield 
is abundant, the quality was impaired 
by unfavorable weather during haymak- 
ing. 

Ontario fall wheat is making an excel- 
lent showing with an estimated yield of 
21,221,000 bushels against 18,047,000 bush- 
els last year. Corn, potatoes and root crops 
look well and the heaviest crops in years 
are expected. Tobacco cutting has com- 
menced and is giving good returns. Field 
work generally is well advanced in most 
sections of the province. 

Conditions in British Columbia are 
reported to be favorable and prospects 
above average. Warm weather has ma- 
tured vegetable crops and heavy ship- 
ments of potatoes are being made. Good 
yields of all root crops are indicated. 

Fruits have done well in Eastern Can- 
ada, but reports from British Columbia 
are not so satisfactory. The total Cana- 
dian crop of commercial apples is esti- 
mated at 3,629,300 barrels, as compared 
with 3,411,000 barrels last year and a 
five-year average of 3,271,000 barrels. 
British Columbia is the only province 
to report a decrease. SubStantial gains 
are indicated in Nova Scotia and On- 
tario; New Brunswick and Quebec also 
report higher yields than in 1930. Weath- 


’ er conditions have been generally favor- 


able to the development of tender fruits. 
Peaches show a substantial increase in 
both Ontario and British Columbia over 
last year, and a bumper crop of grapes 
is anticipated. Pears, plums and prunes 
have not done so well. : 


Pastures in the prairie provinces were 
affected by drought early in the season, 
but later conditions improved. In other 
parts of Canada feed was plentiful and 
live stock have done well. The restric- 
tions placed on the movement of cattle 
to England as a result of the outbreak 
of foot and mouth disease in Scotland 
and Ireland gave an impetus to the .ex- 
port of cattle from Canada. When these 
restrictions were gradually relaxed, how- 
ever, the shipment of Canadian cattle 
continued in satisfactory volume. The 
supply of milk has been heavy, but is 
falling off as pastures become dry. The 
ovtput of butter and other dairy prod- 
ucts has been much higher this season 
than for some years. .

The coming of the Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus to Covington in- 
spires reminiscences of the days when the Kertton County metropolis 
was listed as among the best circus towns in the country. 

Circus owners sought eagerly for bookings for Covington in the 
years gone by because it meant substantial gross receipts for each 
performance, rain or shine. 

The great Barnum-Bailey combination, the Ringling Bros., and 
other first-class tented aggregations played Covington every summer 
season to S. R. O. business. The city of Covington became known 
as a par excellence circus town, and everybody from the owners to 
the peanut and popcorn and red lemonade venders and roustabouts 
looked forward to exhibitions in this city. - 

Jumbo, mammoth elephant, was a prime favorite in Covington 
when Barnum exhibited his circus here. On one or more occasions 
the site at 17th street and Scott boulevard, in former days a huge lot 
at the southeast corner, was the scene-of these tent shows. 

The circus parades as a feature preliminary to the regular per- 
formances drew thousands of visitors from adjoining counties to 
Covington in those good old circus days. 

Many a dignified and staid Covington business and professional 
man of today chuckles over memories of his boyhood when the coming 
of the circus was the highlight in his very existence. Many excellent 
records for attendance at school were broken on circus days when 
the yen to play “hookey” was too irresistible to combat. The “old” 
boys as well as the present-day youngsters will welcome the coming 
of the Hagenbeck outfit with just as much relish as — displayed 
in those rare bygone days.—Kentucky Times-Star.

A True Story 


By JOHN W. VOGEL 

In the spring of 1882 I was in charge 
of a skirmishing brigade of Billers with 
the Original Sells Bros.’ Millionaire Con- 
federation of Stupendous Shows. The 
show appeared at Peru, Ind., for one day 
early that season, and as we had some 
opposition with the W. W. Cole Shows I 
billed the country out of Peru very 
heavily and remained in Peru for three 
or four days. We hired our teams to 
do the country routes from B. E. Wal- 
lace, who was in the livery business at 
that time, and as I was not very busy 
myself I sat around the livery stable 
and talked with Mr. Wallace. During 
the course of our conversation I 
naturally told him of the enormous busi- 
ness the show was doing and the great 
amount of money the Sells Brothers 
were making. He remarked that if he 
could find a man that had some circus 
experience he would like to go into the 
circus business. I informed him James 
Anderson, the boss hostler with the 
show, would make a good partner for 
him and thet I thought Mr. Anderson 
would be interested. When the show 
came to Peru Mr. Wallace had a_con- 
ference with Mr. Anderson and d part- 
nership was formed. The next season 
the Wallace & Anderson Show was or- 
‘ganized and started out and had a very 
successful season. The following year 
there was a dispute between Mr. Wallace 
and Mr. Anderson over a concession with 
the show. Mr. Wallace wanted the con- 
cession and Mr. Anderson did not. So 
Mr. Wallace bought Mr. Anderson's in- 
terest in the show, and the Wallace 
show appeared under the title of the 
Great Wallace Shows, operating for a 
number of years. 

About 1906 C. Lee Williams, who was 
one of my agents at one time and later 
manager of the zoo in Cincinnati, organ- 
ized the Hagenbeck Show. Lee formed 
a company composed of himself; John 
H. Haviin, of Cincinnati, and Sam Tate, 
of St. Louis. The show was organized in 
Cincinnati and opened near there. It 
was on the road but one season, as it 
was too heavily built to move each day 
and give a performance. It lost almost 
every Other stand. The show closed After 
losing’ considerable money and B. E. Wal- 
lace took over the Hagenbeck title and 
combined it with his title. The show 
since then has been known as the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus. 

The Hagenbeck-Wakace Show appeared 
at the Ohio State Fair at Columbus dur- 
ing the week of August 31 last and the 
fair board placed me in charge of the 
menagerie and side show. The menagerie 
and side show, in addition to the herd 
of 20 elephants, 23 camels, 14 zebras, etc., 
“were housed under one big tent more 
than a quarter of a mile in length, and 
I can fruthfully say it was the greatest 
side show I have ever seen in my 50 
yeats in the show business. And the 
business was in keeping with the show. 
On Thursday, September 3, one of the 
big days of the fair, there were more 
than 15,000 admissions paid to this 
show, and I was informed by one of the 
Officials of the show it was the largest 
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one day’s business the side show had in 
25 years and that more people witnessed 
the show that day than there were at 
the Shrine convention in Cleveland in 
the four days the show appeared there 
at the Stadium. Too much praise can- 
not be given Jess Adkins for the efficient 
manner in which he handles the show. 
He’ has the good will and respect of 
every employee of the big show. George 
Ringling and his able staff of assistants 
and ticket sellers are also to be compli- 
mented on the gentlemanly and courte- 
ous manner in which they handle the 
patrons. I am pleased to say I spent the 
most pleasant week I have ,had in 
months with the “boys” and tect highly 
honored to have had the pleasure of 
being with them.

unable to furnish men. The dispute grew 
until the two factions split completely, 
denying even the arbitration agreement 
previously signed, which had provided 
that all matters not set by direct negotia- 
tion should go to an arbitration board. 


The break threw things back into the 
State they were in three weeks ago. The 
owners closed up shop completely, de- 
claring that they would go out of busi- 
ness if the allegedly unjust cemands of 
the union were not modified, while the 
union made plans to continue theatrical 
trucking under its own management, us.

Tribute to Gerald FitzGerald 


By “A FRIEND” 


The recent death of Gerald FitzGerald was a distinct shock to his 
legion of friends of the show world—both theatrical and outdoor. To 
all he leaves a social goodfellowship void that cannot be filled. His dis- 
tinctively amiable personality attracted the friendship and respect of 
everyone with whom he came into either business or social contact. In 
life there are individuals who by natural characteristics establish them- 
selves as “pleasantly different.” Gerald FitzGerald was one of them! 

Gerald FitzGerald began his show career 30 years ago as stenographer 
for Gus Sun’s American Minstrels. His later theatrical affiliations in- 
cluded as press agent for Wizard of Oz Company, half owner with the 
late Perry Kelley of Honeymoon Trail; half owner of Top o’ the World, 
with the late Fred Bailey, of the team of Bailey and Austin; press agent 
for the only American tour of the English actress, Lena Ashwell, in 
Shulamite, for the Shuberts; press agent for the costarring tour of Louise 
Gunning and Louis Harrison, in The Flower Girl; was Chicago repr2- 
sentative for Walter Butterfield Theatrical Enterprises and afterward 
managed the Majestic, Butterfield theater, at Kalamazoo, Mich., for two 
years. His outdoor entertainment connections were also wide of scope, 
including with circuses, carnivals and special fair attractions, also na- 
tionally advertised affairs. Of the latter, he was associated with William 
Hickman Pickens in the Barney Oldfield-Lincoln Beachy transcontinental 
tour. For several seasons he was associated with automobile-racing 
squads of Ralph A. Hankinson. Among his circus connections was as 
press agent with Forepaugh-Sells Bros. and with Sells-Floto. With car- 
nivals of late years he was press representative for Miller ros.’ Shows, 
D. D. Murphy Shows two seasons, and Bernardi Greater Shows during 
1930 and this year, until his death a few weeks ago. Aside from his 
writings in show business, he also wrote short stories for magazines, in- 
cluding Red Bcok and Argosy. 

Because of his sudden passing, a majority of FitzGerald’s showfolk 
friends did not hear of his death until his remains had been laid to rest 
at his home city, Ogdensburg, N. Y. But those who did learn of it were 
lavish in floral tributes and spoken and communicated condolences to 
his two surviving brothers, Harry and John, both of whom were in at- 
tendance at the funeral and burial services. Incidentally, the brothers 
express deep gratitude in this regard, relative to Max Linderman, Frank 
Bergen, Ralph Smith, Ray Marsh Brydon, Nate Miller, Harry Eddles, and, 
in fact, all members of Bernardi Greater Shows; George G. Daniels, 
former partner of Gcrald’s; Larry Boyd and James Sullivan, Boyd & 
Sullivan Shows; executives and other members of D. D. Murphy Shows, 


and all others who displayed their sympathies.

Late Thursday afternoon, a conference 
was held in the Loew offices, with Charles 
C. Moskowitz and Dr. Moskowitz also 
present.

Such an 
understanding was reached in the pres- 
ence of Canavan and the two representa- 
tives of the vaude and legit industries. 

After further discussions that dragged 
the conference out until 10:30 o'clock, 
the contracts between the teamsters and 


It is felt that results of the new con- 
tracts will be far-reaching in both vaude 
and legit. The agreement is a definite 
step forward in the League of New York 
Theater’s campaign to adjust labor con- 
ditiogs in the legit field, and Dr. Mosko- 
witz said Saturday he was gratified 
with the results. “Both sides,” he said, 
“showed an admirable spirit of give and 
take, and the results are favorable to 
the theatrical industry. I hope that the 
reduction in costs that is bound to come 
will be reflected in proportionate reduc- 
tions to managers, producers and thea- 
ter owners.” He also promised to use 
his best efforts to achieve that end. 

Transfer owners, however, state that 
the rates to managers will not come 
down immediately. It will be a gradual 
process, as the hauling companies adjust 
themselves to the new conditions, and 
will in all probability not go into eff 
until next season.

The important music publishers of the 
industry, having. refused to meet the 
committee of the recently formed Song- 
writers’ Protective Association, due to 
the fact that in their opinion there was 
nothing to meet about, have up to the 
time of going to press heard nothing 
official from the SPA regarding the new 
contract, a proposed standard form. 

John G. Paine, chairman of the board 
of the Music Publishers’ Protective As- 
sociation, said until such a form is pre- 
sented to the publishers they had ab- 
solutely nothing to talk about and 
would continue to sit tight until the 
SPA developed _something important. 
This attitude resulted in the songwriters 
holdings their meeting two days later 
than scheduled. The publishers are 
willing to make a reasonable concession 
on some point of the new contract when 
and if it is submitted, but under no 
conditions do they intend to agree to 
anything that will disturb the funda- 
mentals of the publishing business as it 
stands. “It is now down to rock bottom 
as it is,” said Paine.

This Carnival Idea, from the Fanchon 
& Marco fold, is different from the usual 
run of production efforts of that outfit, 
and because of that, is better. There's 
a flock of good specialties on hand in- 
stead of just a lot of colorful produc- 
tion. Yet it has the latter, too, but on 
a small scale. As a result the 40-minute 
running time doesn’t seem tco long. 


The title of the Idea is lived up to 
thruout, with the acts well chcsen and 
a full-stage set to provide suitable at- 
mosphere. Entertainnent consists of 
comedy, dancing and novelty, with a sur- 
prising absence of warbling. The Idea 
is further filled out by m. c. and placing 
the house pit crew on the Stage. 


Raynor Lehr has a big assignment in the 
Idea, doing his own act and holding down 
the job of m.c.

Lynn Doree, originally announced as 
going to do an act with Harry Carroll, 
is teamed with Jack Carroll in a straight 
warbling turn that will have to be im- 
proved plenty if the duo hope to get far 
in major vaudeville. Miss Doree is a 
willowy, platinum blond with good ap- 
pearance and a pleasant blues voice.

Kids are meme 
bers of the Educational Alliance, a 
social center, directed by Dr. Henry 
Fleischman, who asserted that the 
organization was endeavoring to sell 
the children on the idea of agricul- 
tural pursuits. 

Prizes were awarded for products 
and condition of gardens. It is prob- 
ably the first “fair” on record in- 
augurated by a community entirely 
devoid of agriculture or the faintest 
semblance to it outside of a few 
trees.

Back-Page Pats 


By W. P. (PAT). CONSIDINE 


Dick Hood, well known in coin-ma- 
chine circles, eminent whist expert, both 
bridge and auction, would be the very 
man to tell the coin-machine industry 
how to go about the promotion of unity 
and harmony within coin machinedom’s 
ranks. With an ear cocked you would 
hear him saying: “Misdeal. Call for a 
fresh deck and deal over.” . . . Thomas 
Watling did not fall into the deep de- 
pression. Neyer scared him at all. Tom 
was not stingy about telling the world 
how to beat the depression either. On 
the contrary he did offer probably the 
most constructive advice that came from 
coin-machine circles about how to beat 
the so-called depression, backed it with 
real moyey when he broadcast the fol- 
loWing: “DEPRESSION—Bug-a-Boo. We 
did not cut wages. We did not work 
$hort hours. We did not lay anyone off, 
but we did work like hell and forgot all 
about the depression and kept over 100 
families happy.. My remedy for depres- 
sion? Work, don’t worry. Live within 
your means and save for a rainy day.” 

Truly it’s the happy spirit that will 
carry one and all along. . - There’s 
Ray Jolly. . . . A particularly happy 
coincidence, too, is to note among the 
triples, A. B. T.; M. E. R. Puller, of 
Hollywood and Los; E. W. S. Jasper, at 
New York City, and J. A. G. Pennington, 
from Specialties Division, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce at Washington, D. C. 
This latter section, one of inestimable 
value for the coin-machine world in 
assisting the American manufacturer of 
machines that operate with a coin to 
find markets for their products in for- 
eign lands. This good work is reflected 
in a steadily increasing total each year 
both in dollars and cents and in the 
number of machines sold for export. 
‘ - There has been much talk about 
publicity, making the public coin-ma- 
chine conscious and all that. St. John 
Irvine, the distinguished British play- 
wright and critic, spent some time in 
the United States as the guest drama 
critic for one of our Eastern newspapers. 
He returned home and now we find him 
suggesting to the London press that 
penny-in-the-slot radio listening posts 
be established at street corners. There 
are occasions, he writes, when being 
absent from home one wishes to listen 
to a program. (President Hoover's ad- 
dress at Detroit before the American 
Legion, for instance. The great ovation 
that followed his remarks.) St. John 
Irvine avers one can scarcely trespass 
upon the good nature of a private house- 
holder to listen, especially if he is a 
stranger. Probably our distinguished 
guest roamed about the subway some. 
But John M. Bowman, the American 
hotel man, goes St. John Irvine one 
better by suggesting that the old peep- 
hole movie machines of penny paricr 
fame will be revived when televisioa 
comes. Hotel guests, he said, will simply 
drop a coin in the machine to watch 
great public: events taking place far 
away. Few persons would balk at paying 
the piper for this privilege, thinks 
Bowman. . . In coin-controlled ma- 
chine circles the offering of music by 
radio with coin-chute and timing de- 
vices, by phonograph equipped with 
amplifiers, dynamic speakers and tubes, 
is an important division of the industry. 


Another beloved American drama 
critic, suffering from a dearth of new 
and fresh offerings to review, turned to 
observe doings and the trend and re- 
action of the public to popular songs 
these days. Ashton Stevens says: “Sonzs 
don’t seem to get their phrases into 
literature or journalism or vaudeville as 
Ahey did a generation back. There was 
Go ’Way Back and Sit Down. . . And 
Waiting at the Church. . And 
Cohan’s Guess I’ll Have To Telegraph My 
Baby. Always Leave Them Laughing and 
Give My Regards. . There was the 
one O. Henry loved, I’m Afraid To Go 
Home in the Dark. . . And Bert Wil- 
liams’ immortal chant, Nobody. ~ 
And Raymond Hitchcock’s gorgeous 
croak, All Dressed Up. . . Those songs 


were a part of our common language. 
. Nowadays the radio sends a song 
from the cradle to the grave in one 
blast. . A popular ditty that lives 
six months is reckoned an old classic—.” 
- Howard Marzano follows his famous 
daddy. Howard goes in for operating 
coin machines at Chicago. . . . The 
offering of Rudy Oudshoff and brother 
is confined exclusively to music with a 
coin. . . . When it comes to selecting 
a-calendar the bouquets go to J. Ru 
Moore & Son at Frisco, Carmen. . 
“Canadian personal weighers never were 
treated seriously, but were classed as 
novelties and amusement accessories as a 
consequence,” says E. O. Way, director 
of weights and measures and who is 
quartered at Ottawa-in Canada. “The 
Canadian service has always inspected 
personal scales both for private use and 
the coin variety. The former before sale 
and the latter in the same way as the 
ordinary commercial scales. There were 
increasing complaints as to inaccuracy, 
as modern hygiene and medicine has 
made the public weight conscious. 
Scales of the coin variety being blind, 
with no zero point, the patrons could 
not see if they were-in balance or not. 
Canadian Weights and Measures Service 
about a year ago decided that all person 
weighers should show a zero graduation 
on the dial. The scale should be sv 
made that it could be adjusted at zero 
same as any other weighing scale. Appre- 
ciation was expressed by some manu- 
facturers and they made their scales 
accordingly. This free zero balance 
necessitated some modifications of the 
coin-locking devices, but this can be 
done and has been done. The interest 
of the public who pay for their weight 
demands that this be so, as does the 
validity of the weights and measures in- 
spection. One American manufacturer 
made his machine to conform, and hav- 
ing done this he declared that he liked 
the Canadian model so well that he in- 
tended to develop it for the home 
market.” . B. C. Waters makes his 
offering solely one of music via coin- 
controlled machine. Frank W. Darling, 
director, takes great personal interest in 
the performance of coin machines at 
Playland, ‘Rye, N. Y. Ever give 
pause to consider what’s in the machine. 
Ticket scales with 10,000 capacity for 
tickets. Two thousand four hundred 
targets in a film rifle rig- Thousands of 
horoscopes in a card vender, and how 
many wallops does it take to ruin a bag- 
punching rig? . . Lanes seem to be 
right up coin machinedom’s alley; there’s 
Shoe Lane, Gustavus Lane, Tryon Lane, 
Tinges Lane and Fetter Lane noted 
among the addresses where some men 
of the craft are housed. Those 
little theaters with coin turnstiles... . 
Selling venders and amusement ma- 
chines to parent-teacher associations to 
assist them in raising funds to meet 
their budgets. “Question?” as Mangan 
would say. . . . “There’s a value in 
organization,” says Charley Hoffman. 
“I know of no less expensive way to 
profit than by the experience of others. 
It costs you less.” ... . Four thousand 
venders installed on street cars of a 
Western city. . - Denver mint made 
nothing but pennies in 1930—40,100,000 
of ’em. . . . Was it J. Frank Meyer, of 
Exhibit Supply, who said: “The more 
agitation, publicity and prosecution you 
give to slugs the more slugs you will 
find in your machines”? . . . Carved on 
the blasted side of a wind-worn skaga- 
more tree that perches on a Nebraska 
hilltop may be spotted the initials “J. S.” 
Meaning, no doubt, Jack Skelly. 
Then there is that Great Goldfish Tour- 
nament. We suspect “Smitty,” as R. E. 
Smith is affectionately known among 
those who love him, of joshing. Still 
with the American Legion in session at 
Detroit as this is written, the goldfish 
will not down. “Smitty” rated George 
Prust the goldfish king ’mongst Illinois 
operators. Later he added Lou Schied’s 
name to the entries, and we are nomi- 
nating Jim Atkinson. . . . Cohsult R. M.
